WHAT IT NETS. 


The Sale Is Pronounced a Good One 
at the Capital. 


Washinton, November 26.—The secretary | 


of the treasury has accepted the proposal 
of John A. Stewart, president of the United 
States Trust Company, and his associates 
to purchase the entire issue of five per cent 
bonds amounting to $50,000,000 at 117.077 with 
accrued interest from November Ist. 

The proceeds of the bonds under this bid 
will be $49,617.62 greater than it would be 
if the other highest bids were accepted. A 
very important advantage to the govern- 
ment in accepting this bid is the fact that 
all the gold will be furnished outside, and 
none drawn from the treasury. Also, it 
is more convenient and less expensive to 
the department to deal with one party 
lather than with many.

First Installment of Gold. 

Secretary Carlisle was informed late this 
attcernoon that the Stewart syndicate, to 
whom the entire $60,000,000 new bond loan 
Was awarded had paid into the subtreas- 
ury at New. York today, on account of the 
first instalment, $18,000,000 in gold. Assist- 
ant Secretary Curtis stated this afternoon 
that $5,000,000 of the new bonds were all 
ready to be delivered and the balance oft 
$45,000,000 would be ready for delivery af- 
ter December 3d, next. 

The officials estimate that the treasury 
will gain at least $50,000,000 gold on this ac- 
count. Already members.of the syndicate 
have begun to deposit gold. There is only 
one unfortunate teature in the sale of the 
bonds to the Stewart syndicate. 
bonds will go*abroad, as between $18,000,00 
and $20,000,000 would have been taken by 
foreign houses outside the syndicate if the 
Stewart, award had not been made. There 
“ure a number of foreign houses represented 
in the syndicate, but as the disposal of 
the bonds will be solely in tne hands of 
four members already mentioned, few of 
the bonds .will be sold abroad and for that 
reason the check to gold exports will not 
be s@ great as was expected. 

The weakness of foreign exchange today 
shows, however, that some portion of the 
bonds will be placed abroad. 

Bonds Are Brisk.

SENATOR BUTLER’S MOVE. 


He Hopes to Have the State Election 
Declared Void. 

Columbia, S. C., November 26.—(Special.)— 
Senator M. C. Butler toduy, through his 
attorneys, Bachman & Youmans and Doug- 
lag & O'’Bear, filed a petition to the state 
supreme court: asking for an injunction 
against the comptroller general and state 
treasurer restraining them from paying out 
funds as salaries to the supervisors of reg- 
istraticn, alleging that the law under which 
the supervisors have acted is violative both 
of the state and federal constitution. 

This action has caused considtrable ex- 
citement in the state, and if the allegations 
made in the petition are sustained by the 
supreme court, the result may be that the 
recent elections may be declared void. 

This is believed to be the first step by Sen- 
ator Butler in making a contest for his seat 
in the senate, which will be overwhelmingly 
awarded to Governor Ben Tillman by the 
general assembly, which begins its annual 

session tomorrow. 

Senator Butler has made no contest before 
the state board of canvassers, and every 
one has been on the qui vive as to what ac- 
tion he would take, but the method he has 
adopted was something of a surprise. 

For a long time it has been whispered 
about that Governor Tillman would never 
take a seat in the United States senate, but 
the manner of preventing him has not been 
plain, as the legislature, as elected in the 
last election, stands about 151 to 31 in favor 
of making him Senator Butler’s successor. 
The election laws of the state have never 
been passed upon by any judicial tribunal 
and it has been charged that they were 
“formulated fraud,’’ but, as the whites have 
been practically undivided, and as the 
laws really disfranchised almost the whole 
negro vote, they have remained in force 
since 1882, 


THIS IS RATHER “CHEEKY.” 


Congressmen Who Will Stay at Home 
Ask for Their Mileage. 
Washington, November 26.—Over twenty- 
five members of congress. it is said, have 
written letters to the sergeant-at-arms of 
the house asking that their mileage for 
this session be forwarded to them, as they 
do not wish to come to Washington this 
winter. Replies have been sent that no 
mileage can be paid to members, except 
to those who actually attend the session of 
congress. In nearly every instance the 
request has been preferred by a defeated 
member, and it indicates a small atten- 
dance of that class at the short session 


this winter. 


The Contract Unaltered. 

New York, November 26.—In regard o

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BAKER A SUICIDE, 


Exposure Was Close Upon Him and He 
Preferred Death 


JE WAS SEBLEY'S ACCOMPLICE 


His Sons Say That the Bank Officials 
Are Mistaken. 


THEY DEFEND THEIR FATHER'S NAME 


The Paying Teller of the Shoe and Leather 
Bank Declares Tnat He Cashed Checks 
tor Baker Every W eek. 


New York, November 26.—The Sun says 
this morning: ‘Frederick R. Bakér, the law- 
yer of No. 206 Broadway and 25 West Sev- 
entieth street, who was drowned at Sand 
Point, about 11 o’clock on Saturday fore- 
noon, would have been arrested that night 
but for his death, on a charge of plundering 
the Shoe and Leather bank of more than 


- $354,000, with the connivance of Samuel C. 


Seeley, the runaway bookkeeper. While 
this is true, his sons insist that the bank 
officials had nvade a horrible mistake and 
swore out a warrant for the wrong man. 
They say that their father had not had an 
account at the Shoe and Leather bank for 
five years; that there is nothing among his 
papers showing any transactions with the 
bank; that he died a rich man, and that if 
Seeley had an accomplice named Baker, it 
must ‘have been another Baker. 

“Against the dead mans’ sons’ assertion 
that their father had had no account in the 
Shoe and Leather bank for five years is the 
identification of the body by Paying Teller 
Gilbert Sayers, of the bank, who asserts 
that the has paid checks to Baker personally 
at least three times a week for eight years 
past, Baker’s account is still open with a 
balance to his credit of several hundred 
dollars. 

“The bank wag opened today for business 
and no one could tell by appearances of 
the cashier, clerks or paying tellers that 
anything out of the ordinary had taken 
place. Business was begun with a million 
and a half dollars in the vaults. There 
was not the slightest sign of any run. On 
the contrary the president has received I*t- 
ters from large depositors and presidents 
of out-of-town hanks, tendering assistance 
in every way and offering to increase ‘their 
deposits if necessary. The president de- 
clined all offers. He said today: 

“‘“The defalcation has been placed at the 
maximum. There is not the slightest chance 
of it exceeding the amount published, name- 
ly $354,000, but may possibly prove less. We 
can easily make it good, and the bank is 
in no difficulty. In a manner, it is better 
for us that Baker is dead. We understand 
that he isa very wealthy man, and al- 
though he has pursued peculiar methods in 
investing his money, we ‘have no-doubt af, 


$n time, being able to place our hands on a 


large amount of it, and it -will certainly be 
easier to proceed against the estate than 
against him personally, for is he were alive 
he would undoubtedly fight us in every 
way.’”’ 

Up to date no word or trace of the ab- 
scending bookkeeper, Seeley, has ‘been 
heard. Stories are coming to light about 
both Seeley and Baker. Baker’s friends do 
not deny that Baker and Seeley were ac- 
quaitned. Some of them assert that Seeley 
was an inveterate poolroom gambler. 

Against Baker it is told that he has 
defrauded estates of which he gained con- 
trol as executor or trustee, through his 
general good reputation. A man named 
Augusts Kagel, who lives on Staten Island, 
was tracing property today, of which Ba- 
ker had possession as trustee for Kagel 
and his sister. Part of the Kagel estate 
consisted of sixty-five shares of Chatham 
National bank stock. Kagel] learned at the 
bank that Baker transferred the stock to 
other parties in 1879, but he has paid to the 
Kagel heirs continuously since that time 
the dividends declared upon the Stock. 
The transfer was legal, as Baker had the 
power as trustee to dispose of the stock. 

The Seeley defalcation led to considerable 
shifting of bookkeepers in the down-town 
banks today. A number of the leading banks 
also called in their depositors’ books for the 
purpose of examination. 

It leaked out today that a discount clerk 
in the National Bank of the Revublic was 
found last August to be $32.000 short in his 
accounts. When the discovery was made 
the defaulter was promtly dismissed and 
relatives, it is said, made good a great part 
of his stealings. The bank officers declined 
to give the man’s name, although they ad- 
mit the facts and assert that the net loss 
to the bank was a Httle over $5,000. 

Baker had a compartment in the Park 
National bank safe deposit vaults. At the 
instance of the Shoe and Leather bank this 
was opened today, but nothing was found 
except a small amount of money, Baker’s 
will and other legitimate papers. There was 
nothing to throw any light upon his trans- 
actions with Seeley. 

Lawyer Angell, of Jersey City, Seeley’s 
counsel], is in an unenviable position. He is 
constantly shadowed by detectives and his 
house was searched early this morning by 
Pinkerton men, upon the supposition that 
Angell was harboring Seeley in hiding. 
Angell stoutly defends Seeley from all as- 
persions upon his habits and character, as- 
serting that hewas Paker’s victim. Angell 
expresses the belief that Seeley wilt shortly 
give himself up. 


OF COURSE HE IS CRAZY. 


Ko Sane Man Would Walk 100 Miles 
to Pay a Bill. 
Crattanooga. Tenn., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. C. Henderson, who disappeared 
from home a week ago, suffering with men- 


_ tal.trouble, turned up this morning in the 


home of Captain Frank Oliver, at Collins- 
ville, Ala., where he had gone under the 
hallucination that he had to settle some 
bills he supposed he owed there. He walk- 
ed the entire distance, nearly one hundred 
miles, which was remarkable, considering 
his enfeebled condition.

New Orleans, November 26.—At a meet- 
ing tonight at the chamber of commerce, 
the commercial bodies, bankers, brokets 
and merchants decided to present the claims 
for the bounty on the crop of sugar of 
1894 and 189%.

REPUBLICANS CONTEST. 


Virginia’s Canvassing Board Gives 
Certificates to: Nine Democrats. 
Richmond, Va.,. November 26.—(Special.)— 
The state board of canvassers of Virginia, 
consisting of the governor, attorney gener- 
al, secretary of the commonwealth, auditor 
and treasurer, held a lengthy session today 
and awarded certificates of election to the 
gentlemen elected to congress from this 
state on November 6th. There were con- 
tests in the first, second, third, fourth and 
tenth districts, but the board simply heard 
them and then, its power being purely min- 
isterial and not judicial, awarded certifi- 
cates to nine democrats and one republican, 

congressmen-elect. 

In the contest made before the board it 
was claimed that in the first district 4,352 
votes were thrown out, while there were 
charges of flagrant fraud in the second, 
third, fourth and tenth districts. 

Colonel Lamb, cf Norfoik, was here in 
the interest of Mr. Borland, the republi- 
can aspirant in the second. He stated that 
persons had been put on the watch in every 
precinct and had reported the most glaring 
election frauds. He endéavored to submit 
a protest to the awarding of the certificate 
to Tyler, democrat, but the board decided 
it could not entertain the protest. 

The other contending republicans were 
represented by ex-Congressman Edmund 
Waddell, who wanted the returns sent back 
to the county canvassing boards to ascer- 
tain the whole number pf votes cust, in- 
cluding those thrown oft and all. This 
question was quickly disgosed of, as a res- 
olution providing for sufh action on the 
part of the board was ovefwhelmingly voted 
down, 

Governor O’Ferrall said tonight that he 
would prebably recommend to the next 
legislature to have a revision of the elec- 
tion laws, in order to give the board power 
to have such clerical or technical errors 
corrected. 
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TRANS-MISSISSEIPPE CONGRESS. 


Its Meeting at St. Louis Yesterday. 
Addresses of Welcome. 

St. Louis, Mo., November 26.—The trans- 
Mississippi congress met at 11:30 o’clock 
this morning. Among the prominent peo- 
ple in atendance are Governor Waite, of 
Colorad9; Governor Stone, of Missouri; ex- 
Governor Anthony, of Iowa: Governor 
Prince, of New Mexico; ex-Governor Stan- 
ard, of Missouri; ex-Governor Semple, of 
Washington; ex-Secretary of the In rior 
John W. Noble, of St. Louis, and’ Hon. 
George J. Cannon, of Utah, 

The convention was ¢aMed to order by 
President Henry R. WhiSssre, of this city. 
Not more than 300 delegates were present. 
Rev. Samuel J. Nicolls, of the Second Pres- 
byterian church, imvoked divine blessing 
upon the proceedings of the convention. He 
was followed with an address of welcome 
by William G. ‘Boyd, president of the mer- 
chants’ exchange, under whose auspices the 
congress is being held. Mayor Walbridge 
extended to the delegates the hospitalities 
of the city. 

Governor W. J. Stone, on behalf of the 
state, welcomed the delegates in a speech 
eulogistic of Missouri and its interests. 
He declared that the  trans-Mississippi 
congress would net ask for special advant- 
ages over tne territory east of the Missis- 
sippi river, but would endeavor to secure 
legislative action which weuld give to it 
the same importance and benefits which 
are now enjoyed by the eastern states. 
Governor Semple, of Washington, made a 
brief speech of thanks on behaif of the del- 
egates. President Whitmore then, in a 
lengthy address, outlined the purpose for 
which the congress is assembled, and the 
congress took a recess. 


MURDER OF CONDUCTOR BROWN 


Division Superintendent McKee 
Charged With the Crime. 
Little Rock, Ark., November 26.--The an- 
nouncement here of the arrest at Fort 
Smith today of Division Superintendent 
Mckee, of this city, on the charge of 
murdering Conductor Brown, in the Indian 
Territory last week, created a profound 
sensation. Mr. McKee, in company with 
General Superintendent Peck, of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system, went to Fort Smith 
this morning to assist in the capture of 
the murderer and when it was learned 
that Mr. McKee had himself been ar- 
rested on the charge the people here were 

dumfounded. 

Pullman Conductor B. H. Yearger, who 
arrived from Coffeyville this morning, 
brought news to the effect that Brown was 
murdered by a whisky man. Two whisky 
peddlers, who were fleeing from officers, 
were on the train when it arrived at Me- 
Kay. The men fearing that deputy mar- 
shals were on the train started through the 
sleeper to escape from the rear end. The 
man in advance ran _ into Conductor 
Brown, who was mistaken for a marshal. 
The murderer shot him in the head. By 
the flash of the pistol the murderer saw 
he had killed the wrong man and without 
releasing him dragged the body out of the 
car and laid it beside the track. 


Attacking the Bishops. 
Columbus, O., November 26.—The life 
tenure of the bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal church is being openly attacked 
by the clergymen of that denomination 
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here. At a meeting today a large majority 
of them declared that under the present 
system the bishops became tyrannical. A 
few defended the bishops and the debate 
grew very warm. Rev. I. F. King de- 
clared that some of the arguments against 
the bishops ‘was ‘:as rotten as sin.” 


Fell Down the Stairs. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—George C. Lewis, an employe of the 
Chattanooga curtain pole factory, got drunk 
Saturday when he was paid off. He sat up 
all night in the upper room of the saloon 
in east Chattanooga, known as the “Bear 
Pen.’’ When he started down stairs Sun- 
day morning he tumbled the entire flight, 
cracked his skull and died last night. 


Still Shaking. 

Rome, November 26.—Repeated earth- 
quakes shook Reggio and Messina today. 
The terrer of the inhabitants increases. 
It is wet and cold throughout the districts 
round both cities, 
ing in the fields. Many families zare desti- 
tute of shelter and have only the clothes 
on their backs. Relief committees are 
organizing rapidiy and a special relief bill 
is in preparation for parliament.

They Used the Crown and Ring Ceremony 


of the Greek Charch. | 


IP LASTED NEARLY WO HOURS 


But So Far as Reported No One Left 
the Cathedral. 


IT WAS A DECIDEDLY SWELL AFFAIR 


Witrtout Doubt It Was the Event of the 
Secson—The Funeral Baked MeatsCame 
in Handy, ss Hamlet W ould Say. 


St. Petersburg November 26.—The day 
broke cloudy and cheerless. Troops, headed 
by bands of music, were early on the march 
from all directions and occupied all the 
avenues of access to the winter palacc, 
massing in strong force in the Alexander 
platz, and on the palace quay in front of 
the palace, where the marriage of the Czar 
Nicholas II and Princess Alix, of Hesse- 
Darmstadt, was to take place. Long before 
dawn the people began flocking to the pal- 
ace quay, which was soon densely packed. 
By 8 o’clock in the morning the streets were 
thronged with the populace in gala attire. 

The whole aspect of the city was that of 
a sudden awakening from the dismal leth- 
argy of the past week to the life and bright- 
ness which is the wonted character of the 
gay winter season. Along the Newski Pros- 
pect, from the Anitchkoff palace, to the 
great Morscai, leading to the Alexander 
platz, the roadways were lined with people 
closely packed awaiting the passage of the 
czar and the prince of Wales with their 
suites, from the Anitchkoff palace. 

A salute of twenty-one guns from the 
fortress across the River Neva announced 
that the bridegroom had started from the 
Anitchkoff palace and soon a dozen closed 
carriages whirled swiftly along the route, 
a mile and a half in length, from the Anitch- 
koff palace to the winter palace, amid in- 
cessant cheers of the populace. 

At the Winter Palace. 

The czar and his attendants arrived at the 
winter palace at 10 o'clock. All who had 
been invited to witness the marriage cere- 
mony had been directed to assemble in the 
rooms to which they were respectively as- 
signed by 11:30 o’clock at the very latest. 
In St. George’s hall were assembled the 
council of empire, the foreign ambassadors 
and the imperial ministers and their wives 
In the concert hall were the attaches of 
the court, in full court costume. ii ssichu 
las and Avant halls were assembled the 
military household of the czar; the suites of 
foreign soverns and princes and the grand 
dukes, generals, admirals and officers of the 
guard. In Armorial hall were the wives vi 
the dignitaries.of the first class, the nobles 


and the chief civil employes of the govern- | 


ment. In Field Marshal’s hall were the 
mayors of St. Petersburg and other cities, 
the leading bankers, merchants and others. 
The holy synod and the clergy had assem- 
bled at the cathedral. The czarina’s la- 
dies of honor left the conceért hall, where 
they had assembled, and proceeded to the 
apartments of Princess Alix, where they as- 
sisted in completing her toilet in the 
presence of the czarina, the princess of 
Wales and the grand duchegsses. 

A Royal Group. 

The formality of making the bride’s toi- 
let being over, the ladies of her suite re- 
turned to the concert hall. In the mean- 
times Emperor Nicholas, the king of Den- 


mark, the king of Greece, the prince of 
Wales, the grand dukes and the royal 
princes were grouped in Malachite hall, 


where they awaited the arrival of the 
bride. 

At 11:30 o’clock, Prince Dologorouki, grand 
master of ceremonies, and Count Voront- 
zoff-Darhoff, minister of the imperial court, 
announced to Emperor Nicholas that all 
was ready and princess Alix, her train 
borne by four court dignitaries, two on each 
side, and the extremity of the garment 
held by the grand chamberlain, entered the 
hall. She wore a jeweled crown and a robe 
of white brocaded silk, with a mantle of 
strawberry-colored velvet, trimmed with 
gold and a double row of ermine. As the 
procession to the cathedral was being form- 
ed fifty-one guns were fired from the for- 
tress. 

The spectacle was one of the utmost bril- 
lianecy, as the procession defiled from the 
gorgeous Malachite hall and traversed the 
concert, Nicholas, Avant, Field Marshal and 
Armorial halls, through the entire length 
and breadth of the palacc. 

The Ceremony. 

When the procession reached the cathe- 
dral at the extreme end of the Alexander 
platz, it was met at the entrance by the 
Archpriest Janyscheff, the chaplain of the 
late Czar Alexander, the holy synod and 
the court clergy, bearing crosses, holy wa- 
ter and sacred books. The archpriest con- 
ducted the ezar to a position upon a dais 
which had been placed in the center of the 
chancel behind the rail. As the emperor 
took his place at the right of the dais, the 
czarina Jed Princess Alix to him and placed 
her at his left hand. The czarina then 
took her place in the chancel at the right 
of the dais. The crosses, holy water and 
sacred books were then placed before the 
gate of Ikonostas, and the marriage ser- 
vice in use in the orthodox church was be- 
gun by the singing of Psalm cxxvil, The 
ceremony was of the most impressive char- 
acter and lasted nearly two hours. 

After the psalm the archpriest said a few 
words of instruction to the couple. At the 
conclusion of this the prelate turned to 
the czar and said: 

“Hast thou, Nicholas, a good and uncon- 
strained will and a firm determination to 
take unto thyself, this woman, Alexandra, 
whom thou seest before thee?’ 

To this the czar answered: “I have, rev- J 
erend father.’’ 

The metropolitan then asked: 
not vowed thyself to any other bride?’ 

The czar answered: “I have not vowed 
myself, reverend father.” 

The same questions were asked of the 
princess with similar answers. 

After prayer the prelate took two crowns, 
placing the first one upon the head of the 
czar, saying: ‘The servant of God, Nichol- 
as, is crowned for the handmaid of God, 
Alexandra, in the name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.” 

Placing the other crown upon the head 
of the bride, he said: ‘“‘The handmaid of 
God, Alexandra, is crowned for the servant 
of God, Nicholas, in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.’’ 

The prelate then blessed the couple three 
times, saying: “O, Lord, our God, crown 
them with glory and honor.” 

After the anthems and prayers, the com. 
munion cup was brought and blessed. ‘1ha 
cup was filled and handed first to the czzr 
and then to the princess, each taking a sip 
of the wine. The prelate then took the 
couple by the hand, the groomsmen and 
bridesmaids walking behind and holding 
fhe crowns over their heads, and led them

were then exchanged for the last time, they 
having been exchanged twice before. The 
prelate then took the crown from the czar, 
saying: ‘“‘Be thou magnified, O bridegroom, 
as Abraham, and blessed as Isaac, and 
increased as Jacob, maintaining in peace 
and performing righteousness the com- 
mandments 6f God.”’ 

Taking the crown frorm the princess, he 
said: “And thou, O bride, be magnified as 
Sarah and rejoiced as Rebecca and increas- 
ed as Rachel, being glad in thy t:usband 
and keeping the paths of the law, for God is 
well pleased.”’ 

After the third exchange of the rings, 
the nuptial benediction was pronounced. 
This was followed by prayers for the first 
time for the orthodox and autocratic Fm- 
peror Nicholas and for his orthodox wife, 
Alexandra Feodorovna, as the jJ’rincess 
Alix, of Hesse-Darmstadt, will hereafter be 
known. 

The ceremony was concluded at 1:30 
o'clock p. in. 

A Salate from the Fortress. 

At the conclusion of the congratulations, 
the dismissal was pronounced and the bride 
and groom and wedding guests returned to 
the winter palace. The cannons cf the 
fortress fired a salute of thirty-one guns 
as the ceremony was concluded. 

As the bridal party came out of the ca- 
thedral, the sun broke through the. clouds 
and sfone for the first time during the day. 
The weather had grown much colder, but 
the sunshine completely removed the dull- 
ness, which had pervaded everything out 
of doors since daybreak. The yellow stand- 
ards floated out im the stiff breeze from 
the palace and the fortress and around the 
palace the gayly dressed crowds presented 
a moving mass of color. 

There was no procession in the streets. 
The crowds were most orderly, and the 
troops assigned to keep order were without 
arms. Services were held in all the churches 
during the marriage ceremony, and the 
church bells were rung throughout the day. 


A VICTORY FOR THE SOUTHERN. 
Judge Lurton’s Decision Filed at 
Kuoxville Yesterday. 
Nashville, Tenn., November 26.—The 
opinion of United States Circuit Judge 
Lurton, in the case of Toler and others ver- 
sus the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia Railroad Company, the Central Trust 
Gompany, of New York, and wthers, was 
filed at Knoxville today. The cause, which 
is a foreclosure suit on the “Cincinnati 
extension gold mortgage bonds” on the 
ground of a default in interest to the 
amount of $450,000, was heard by Judge 
Lurton at Cincinnati November l0@th, on 
two motions, one by Henry A. ‘Taylor, 
claiming to hold a majority of the bonds to 
be allewed to intervene and be made a 
defendant for the purpose of resisting 
foreclosure; the other by Toler and 
others and the Central Trust Company for 

a decree of foreclosure nisi. 

The points decided are, first, that Henry 
A. Taylor’s petition to become a defendant 
should be granted and his petition should 
Stand as an answer both to the original 
and cross bills. 

Second, that the complainants and cross- 
under their re- 
spective ‘bills, to a decree requiring the 
mortgage company to gay into the registry 
of the court the interest in default, amount- 
ing to $450,000, within ninety days, and that 
in defauit of the payment of said interest 
the shares held by the Central Trust Com- 
‘pany shall be sold in biloek. 

Judge Lurton was of the opinion that in- 
asmuch, through shares held in trust, the 
Cincinnati Southern railway and the Ala- 
bama Great Southern railway were both 
controlled; that the voting power of said 
Smares constituted an eiement of such 
value that the stock should be sold im a 
block, thus preserving the voting power 
and the control of the two railroads aYore- 
said. 

The importance of this decision consists 
in the fact that the purchaser of the stocks 
ordered to be sold would thereby obtain 
the control of the English company, which 
holds and owns the entire stock of the 
Alabama Great Southern railway and the 
majority of the stock of the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific railway. 

The real parties in the litigation were 
the Oimcinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
way Company, who are the real and sub- 
stantial owners of the stock represented 
by Henry A. Taylor, while the minority 
of the bonds are owned and controlled in 
the interest of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany. 

It will follow that if the Cincinnati, Ham- 
ilton and Dayton Railway Company ghall! 
be the highest bidder at the sale of the 
stock so ordered sold, their control of the 
line of road from Cincinnati to New Or- 
leans would be secured. On the other hand 
if the Southern Railway Company shall 
become the purchaser of the said stock it 
will, through it, obtain the entire domina- 
tion of the aforesaid line from Cincinnati 
to New Orleans. The opinion is regarded 
as a victory for the Southern Railway 
Company. 


TWO SHOOTING AFFAIRS. 


One Was Fatal and the Other May 
Turn Out So. 

Albany, Ga., November 26.—(Special.)— 
This morning about 11 o’¢cléck a shooting 
scrape took place in East Albany, a sub- 
urb of this city, which may result in the 
death of Tom Bradley, a negro, who was 
shot one time in the left side by C. W. 
Ferrell and a man named Hardin, both 
white. They were influenced to the shoot- 
ing by the statement that Bradley had 
made about them to the effect that Brad- 
ley’s mother and the mothers of both Fer- 
rell and Hardin were all raised up on the 
same plantation In Florida and that they 
were all negroes. The negro made these 
statements boldly, and when subsequently 
accosted by Ferrell and Hardin made an 
effort to shoot Ferrell, but changed his 
mind and started to run away. There is 
no foundation for the negro’s statement. 

A fifteen-year-old negro boy was shot and 
instantly killed by a negro man named 
John Palmer, near Leesburg, Saturday 
night. ‘The motive was robbery.

Montgomery, <Ala., November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The feature of the proceedings of the 
general assembly today was a test vote in 
the house on the currency question. 

A bill was up authorizing the city of Troy 
to issue bonds for certain purposes, payable 
in gold. The bill had already .passed, when 
the attention of Mr. John, of Jefferson, was 
directed to it.

Governor Jones Says That There Will 
Not Be Any Trouble. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 26.—There 
will not be the slightest disturbance on in- 
auguration day for two very good reasons. 

First, there is no cause for challenging 
the result of the election as declared on 
the official count. Many of the most intel- 
ligent populist and republican leaders ad- 
mit Colonel Oates’s election. 

“Second, it is known that the authorities 
are thoroughly prepared to stamp out any 
disorder. We are not in Mexico, where any 
petty thief can issue a pronunciamento and 
rally any respectable number of people 
to his standard of revolt. Armed bands, 
even if they could be gotten together, 
would not be permitted to come to the 
capital. 

“Possibly the defeated candidate may take 
the oath of office somewhere before a jus- 
tice of the peace on inauguration day and 
even go to the extent of issuing a proclama- 
tion as governor, but this would be just as 
harmless and have as little effect as the 
doings of patients in insane hospitals, who 
imagine themselves crowned heads. The re- 
port that the authorities contemplated ar- 
resting the defeated candidate for treason 
if he should take the oath of office and 
claim to be governor, is without any foun- 
dation. The state authorities will deal only 
with overt acts or resistance of the consti- 
tuted authorities.’’

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APPROPRIATIONS, 


The House Is Hard at Work on the 
General Bill. 


ONLY TWO POINTS WERE DISCUSSED 


In Yesterday’s Consideratian of the Bill 
The Technological and Asylum Ap- 
propriations—Legislative N otes. 


The special order in thé house yesterday 
was the general appropriations bill. At 11 
o'clock the house went into. the committee 
of the whole, with Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, 
in the chair. The bill had been printed for 
the use of the members and was taken up 
section by section. The first section pro- 
vided for the expenses of the executive de- 
partment, that is the salaries of the state’s 
Officials, their assistants and clerks. Then 
came the judicial department with the 
salaries for the supreme court judges, su- 
perior court judges, solicitors general, su- 
preme court officers, stenographers and 
Other officers. Section 3 provides for the 
pay of the members of the legislature and 
the employes of the legislativr branch of 


the government. 
No Opposition to These. 

These three sections were adopted with- 
out dissent, for the appropriations were 
the usual ones covering the salaries here- 
tofore fixed. The provisions of these sec- 
tions are: ; 

In the Executive Department—For salary 
of the governor, $3,000; secretary of state, 
$2,000; treasurer, $2,000; comptroller general, 
$2,000; attorney general, $2,000; commissioner 
of agriculture, $2,000; principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, $2,000; assistant keeper of 
the penitentiary, $1,200; principal physi- 
clan of the penitentiary, $2,000; railroad 
commissioners (each), $2,500; clerk of the 
railroad commission, $1,500; state school 
commissioner, $2,000; state librarian, $1,800; 
assistant librarian, $800; resident physician 
of the asylum, $2,500; secretaries and clerk 
of the executive office, $6,000; clerk of secre- 
tary of state, $1,000; clerk of treasurer of 
State, $1,600; clerks in the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office, including the insurance de- 
parement and clerk in the wild iand offices, 
$4,000; cherk of commissioner of agricuiture, 
$1,200; clerk of state school commissioner, 
$1,200; clerk of state bank examiner (act of 
1891), $1,200; stenographer of attorney gen- 
eral (act of 1891), 3600. 

In the Judicial Department—For salaries 
of supreme court judges (each), $3,000; su- 
perior court judges (each), $2,000; solicitors 
general (each), $250; supreme court re- 
porters (each), $2,000; supreme court steno- 
graphers (each), $1,500; sheriff of the su- 
preme court $1,000. 

In the Legislative Department—Compen- 
sation of the president of the senate and 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
$7 per diem each, during the session of the 
general assembly, and mileage at the rate 
of 10 cents per mile, by the nearest practi- 
cable route, in going toand returning from 
the capital; members of the general as- 
sembly, $4 per diem each! and mileage;

to be paid on an itemized account present- 
ed to the governor by the secretary of the 
senate and the clerk of the house of repre- 
sentatives, $85 for the house of representa- 
tives and $50 for the senate, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary; to pav the 
bill for. stationery furnished the general 
assembly, $790, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary. 

Where There Were Discussions. 
Then the fourth section providing for ap- 
propriations for the state institutions was 


reached. 

The first appropriation under this head 
was $16,000 for the academy of the blind; 
then came $19,000 for the institute for the 
deaf and dumb; then for the university at 
Athens the sum of $8,000, all of which were 
endorsed. 

The first discussion of the day came up 
over the appropriation for the School of 
Techmology. The committee reported in 
favor of giving that institution $22,500, the 
same amount as given in 1893 and 1894, 
though the officers of the institution had 
asked for more. 

Mr. Hurst, of Walton, moved to amend 
by making the sum 618,000. Mr. Hurst 
spoke in favor of the amendment and was 
replied to by Mr. Boynton, chairman of 
the committee.

I am convinced, however, since looking at 
the general appropriation bills for those 
years that this ts ‘the same amount, and I 
therefore cheerfully withdraw my amend- 
ment.” ~~ 
The Asylum Appropriation. 

This announcement was received with 
cheers and then the committee took up the 
paragraph referring to the lunatic asylum. 

The bill had provided for an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for 1894 and the same amount 
for 189%, but the committee on asylums, 
after a visit to the institution and 
a thorough study of its needs had 
recommended $210,006 for 1894 and $230,000 
for 1895. Judge Hopkins, of Thomas, chair- 
man pro tem. of the asylum committee, 
moved to amend the section by inserting 
these figures in place of the $200,000 in the 
committee’s report. 

Judge: Hopkins made a strong speech in 
advocacy of hjs amendment. He said that 
he knew that to advocate an increase was 
unpopular, but he begged the members of 
the house to consider the real merits of his 
amendment. He told of the visit of the 
asylum committee to Milledgeville and of 
the close study which they made of the 
management of the institution and the way 
the finances had been handied. He com- 
pared the expense of keeping patients with 
the expense of caring for prisoners in 
county jails and showed the very small 
cost for caring for the state’s wards at its 
greatest charity. He said that in advocat- 
ing this increase he was actuated by no 
sentiment but the conditions at the in- 
stitution, which were such as made an in- 
crease absolutely ‘necessary. 

After he had concluded Mr. Willingham, 
of Monroe, another member of the ecommit- 
tee, strongly advocated the amendment. 
He went into details concerning the num- 


ber of patients at the institution and the . 


cost of maintenance of it. For the past 
eleven months the cost had been $185,596, 
which meant that the cost for the coming 
year at the same rate—the actual expenses 
under the most economical management 
possible—would be $202,491, or that there 
would be a loss of $2,491, and that, too, 
with the necessary increase in  atten- 
dance. In the last five years the atten- 
dunce had increased more than 25 per cent, 
while the appropriation has remained prac- 
tically the same. There are now over 300 
applications for admission to tne asylum, 
in many instances the poor creatures be- 
ing confined in the dungeons of the county 
jails. The last legislature made an ap- 
propriation for increased building room 
and unless there were an increase in the 
annual appropriation there would be ab- 
solutely no opportunity for caring for the 
increased attendance. Of eighty-four in- 
stitutions of similar character in the United 
States the cost of maintaining patients per 
capita is smahHer in the Georgia state 
asylum than in any other institution with 
the single exception of an asylum exclu- 
sively for colored patients in West Vir- 
ginia. 

In conclusion Mr. Willingham strongly 
urged his fellow members to come to the 
rescue Of the state asylum and give the 
appropriations asked. He said that the 
statistics showed that 30 per cent of those 
suffering from mental troubles and pro- 
nounced to be insane could be cured if 
cared for promptly. “If,’’ he concluded, 
“by this increased appropriation the mind 
of one sufferer can be restored I would say 
that the money were well spent. I earn- 
estly urge the committee to adopt the 
amendment because it is absolutely neces- 
sary.’’ . 

Mr. Boynton, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said that one reason why the commit- 
tee had not recommended an increase was 
that when it acted the report of the com- 
mittee which héw visited the institution 
was not -before it. He said that the 
finance committee had heard that an in- 
crease would be asked for, but had no 
definite information on the subject, as the 
hour of 1 o*clock had almost arrived; he 
moved that the committee rise, report 
progress and ask permission to sit again, 
and in his remarks indicated that he 
would in all probability favor the increase. 

The further consideration of the bill was 
made the special order for this morning 
immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal. 

As to the Attorney’s Fees. 

Mr. Wallace, of Morgan county, has in- 
troduced a bill to amend the act of 1891, 
which was “to declare all obligations to 
pay attorney’s fees. upon any note or any 
other evidence ofiindebtedness void and of 
no effect,’’ and in the place of that act he 
substitutes a proviston providing that no 
attorney’s fees shall be collected unless 
the attorneys have done actual work in 
the case, and then only to the amount of 
the proven value of the services rendered. 
The features of Mr. Wallace’s bill are: 
“That an act entitled ‘an act to declare 
all obligations to pay attorney’s fees, in 
addition to the interest specified therein, 
upon any note or:‘other evidence of indebt- 
edness void and of no effect, and to pro- 
hibit the collection of the same and for 
other purposes,’ approved July 22, 1891, be, 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

“That no attorney’s fees specified in any 
note or other obligations in writing shall 
be collected, unless such note or other 
obligation in writing is sued by some 
licensed attorney, regularly engaged in the 
practice of law. And then such contract to 
pay fees shall be enforced by the court, or 
the court and the jury, as the case may be, 
only for the proven value of the services 
rendered ‘by such attorney, regardless of 
the stipulation as to the amount of fees 
get out in such contract. Provided that 
in no case shall such contract for fees be 
enforeed for an amount in excess of that 
stipulated and expressed therein.” 

The Hotise in Brief. 

Among the new bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Broyles, the purpose of which is 
to allow unattactied batteries of artillery 
to have additional sergeants and corporals. 


Two bills were passed by the house— 
one providing for the registration of the 
voters of Pike county and the other 
amending the charter of Social Circle. 

Mr. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, introduced a 
resolution providing that after its passage 
the governor shall be authorized to ap 
point a woman as assistant state librarian 
if he sees fit to do so. 

Mr. Walden, of Glascock, introduced the 
usual bill to cut down the per diem of 
the secretary of the senate and of the 
clerk of the house; making the former $40 
per day instead of $00, and the latter $50 
instead of $70. 

Mr. Hall, of Coweta, sent into the 
the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to devise means to relieve the 
supreme court, wHich has been considering 
the bill to submit to the people the ques- 
tion of amending the constitution so as to 
provide an increase in the number of su- 

The report is adverse 
to the bill, the committee taking the 
ground that while an increase is to be 
desired, it is not advisable to submit the 
question again to the people so soon after 
it had already been passed upon by them.

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Goy. Atkinson Makes Some Important 
Recommendations to the Legislature, 


STRONG WORDS FOR THE EXPOSITION 


He Speaks of Some Needed Changes in the 
Legislation of the State and Makes 
Some Important Recommendations. 


The first message of Governor Atkinson 
covering affairs of tate was sent to the 
jegislature yesterday morning. 

No similar document has ever received 
closer attention from a legislative body.

law; for ballot reform; for the correction of 
the evils of the fee system, for normal 
training, for the militia, for ‘the university 
and fer pensions, were all of a nature cab

November 26, 183i.—Members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly: I desire to call your atten- 
tion to some matters, which, in my opin- 
ion, deserve consideration and which I sub- 
mit to you to be acted upon as, in your 
judgment, you may deem wise. 

As reports from the various departments 
of the state have been laid before you, 
<hall not now make any suggestions which 
call for special legislation in relation to 
any of the departments of the government 
whieh are required to report to the general 
assembly, but shall leave you, in the light 
of reports Made, to enact such legislation 
as, in your opinion, is necessary to prop- 
erly sustain them and to provide for, the 
exercise of economy in the transaction of 
the business of each of them. 

Oar Judicial System. 

I call the attention of the members of 
the general assembly to the great need 
of reform in our judicial system. Our pres- 
ent system is the same that was adopted 
in the early history of the state, and is now 
distinctively a pioneer system; it is not 
abreast with the times, nor does it ade- 
quately meet the demands which the condi- 
tion of society and of business makes upon 
jit. Our judicial system is antiquated; the 
machinery of our courts needs to act more 
easily and-with greater promptness. 

It eannot. be denied that the rate .of 
interest paid in Georgia is two or three 
times higher than in some cther states 
of the union, largely because men who have 
money to invest prefer to put it where col- 
lections are more certain and where the 
courts can be relied upon to bring their 
cause to a prompt hearing. A dollar paid 
as interest in Georgia is worth to the 
money lender in New York, New England 
or Europe just as much as a dollar paid as 
interest in any other state. Men do not 
bring money here to lend at as low ratesas 
in some other states, because it is not to 
their interest to do so. When our sureties 
are safe and unquestionable and our courts 
act promptly upon causes, money will be 
as cheap in Georgia as it is in New York. 
As a penalty inflicted because this is not 
true. our people are paying, in high in- 
terest and exhorbitant credit prices, an 
immense tribute. It is, therefore, to the ad- 
vantage of the people that our laws be 
so adjusted that they will aid in bringing 
down the rate of interest in this state. 
which would inevitably result in a large 
saving to our people in bringing to Geor- 
via a large volume of money and in giving 
impetus to the growth of her enterprises. 
A properly constituted judicial system can 
aid in the accomplishment of this result 
and secure all other purposes for which 
courts are established. 

Equalize the Work of Judges. 

I will not now enter upon a detailed 
statement of what I believe these reforms 
should be, because, in my judgment, there 
is one step that should be taken as pre- 
liminary to this. The work of the judges in 
Georgia is notoriously unequal. In some 
circuits the jury work done by the judges 
will probably not cover more than twelve 
weeks in the year; in others the jury work 
itself will approximate forty weeks. I most 
respectfully urge upon the general assembly 
that a committee be appointed to investi- 
gaie and report at your next annual session 
on the amount of work done in each judi- 
cial circuit and also to report by bill how 


‘as a highly interesting document. In 


this can be equalized. When this work 
has been successfully accomplished, the 


initial step will have been taken which, I 
trust, will lead to a readjustment of our 
judicial system so as to conform to the de- 
mands of our commerce and of our civili- 
zation. 

Reports from the Courts. 
..The courts are an important part of our 
roverment, and yet there is no means by 
which the general assembly or the people 
of the state can ascertain how business in 


them is being dispatched in the va«rious 
judicial. circuits. At each meeting of the 
general assembiy the representatives of 


the people should be able, by reference to 
the records of the proper department, to 
ascertain how this part of the public work 
is being transacted and what has bcen 
accomplished within the twelve rmrcnths 
preceding. I, therefore, recommend thaf 
an act be passed requiring the clerk of 
each superior court in this state to transmit 
to the secretary of state, thirty days prior 
to the convening of the general assembly, 
in each year, a statement showing the 
number of cases on docket, how many of 
these cases have been in court longer than 
three years and how many have been dis- 
posed of with trial by jury and how many 
in chambers or by dismissal within the 
twelve months just preceding the making of 
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washing compound; its success | 
has drawn out thousands of 
imitations—so popular that to 
manyit indicates any powdered 
washing material. % 
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I respectfully urge upon the members of 
the general assembly the necessity for a 
prompt revision in the penal laws of this 
state. The necessity for this will not be 
questioned by any one who will study them 
and look closely to the character and 
eravity of all offenses which are now pun- 
‘ished as felony. The last general assembly 
took hold of this question and acted upon 
it in the house, with practical unanimity 
in the passage of a bill introduced by Hon. 
Jokn I. Hall, which, for some reason, fail- 

to pass the senate. The penalties im- 
posed under our law are in many instances 
too harsh. I respectfully urge that you re- 
vise them in a spirit of justice and hu- 
mianity. In numerous cuses the law demands 
punishment for a felouy when the offense 
should, in the discretion of the judge, or 
the jury be punished as a misdemeanor 
under section 4810 of tne code. 

County Chaingangs 

I desire to join my predecessor in asking 
that the county chaingang be brought un- 
der the supervision of the penitentiary de- 
partment of this slate and that, to enable 
this to be dohe, you give the penitentiary 
department an additional officer. That so 
large a part of our citizens who have been 
deprived of their liberty by the courts of 
the country should, in many instances, be 
left to the mercy of private individuals, 
to whom they are intrusted without the 
supervision of a public officer, is a reproach 
to Our people, which T trust will not be per- 
mitted longer to exist. I. cannot more 
strongly urge this upon you than to say 
that I most heartily commend what was 
said by my hohored predecessor upon this 
subject. If each member of the general 
assembly will read what he so clearly, force- 
fully and wisely says in the message trans- 
mitted to you just before he retired from 
office, I feel confident that this great evil 
will be corrected and our state relieved of 
this stigma upon her honor. Whether the 
convicts are in the Gontrol of local au- 
thorities or in other hands, the dutv to 
provide for state supervision is urgent. 
Our delay in meeting this duty is not to the 
credit of our character as a people. 

Change of Venue. 

I recommend that the law providing for 
a change of venue in criminal cases be 
so amended that the judge of the superior 
court may, in his discretion, change the 
venue of any case without first examing 
all persons in the count, liable to serve on 
juries, when, in his opirion, the condition 
of the public mind in the county where the 
offense is committed is such that a fair 
trial cannot be had, and that such removal 
of the case be permittee. at the instance 
either of the state or of the defendant. 

Rewards. 

I resommend that sectior 58 of the code 
be so amended as not to fix the amount of 
the minimum reward that the executive is 
required to offer where offiense charged ts 
ginhouse burning, and that the amount of 
the reward in each case ve fixed by Lue ex- 
ecutive, subject to the other limitations in 
said section. 

Pensions. 

In the recent election, the people ratified 
the amendment to the constitution which 
provides that the legislature may pension a 
class of veterans not heretofore pensioned 
in this state. Up to this time, the state 
has pensioned oniy those veterans who were 
wisablvd in the confederate service. or 
Whose disability is a result of sueh service. 
in the amendment to the constitution to 
which I call your attention, you are author- 
ized to pension also those confederate sol- 
diers who by reason of age and poverty, 
er infirmity and poverty, or blindness and 
poverty, are unable to provide a living for 
themselves. It matters noi, you will readily 
understand, whether this poverty is tracea- 
ble to the war or not. In carrying into 
execution this provision of law, I ask that 
you provide liberally for all worthy appli- 
cants, prevent any of the old heroes from 
dying in want, and yet that you do not 
enter upon a wasteful pension policy. This 
amendment is supplementary to the Battle 
bill, a law passed by the general assembly, 
and which can be found on page 118 of the 
acts of 1895. I therefore suggest that you 
take such steps as you may deem advisable 
to get thorough information as to the work- 
ings and operations of this statute, and as 
to the probable number of pensioners who 
would be entered upon our pension rolls 
on account of the legislation carrying into 
effect the provisions of this amendment, 
and that when such information has been 
obtained you act upon that subject in such 
a manner as’ to deal justly with the tax- 
payers and meet fully and generously the 
needs of that class of our honored fellow 
citizens whom the generous people of Geor- 
gia intended to aid by authorizing you to 
enact such legislation. 

Should Correct the Evils of the Fee 
System. 

To remove our officers from unnecessary 
temptation, provide just compensation for 
them, and effectually prevent a wasteful ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of public 
moneys paid as fees for public service, I 
earnestly recommend that the general as- 
semby have instituted an inquiry into the 
compensation of such state officers as are 
paid in part or in’ full by fees, and to report 
by bill, or bills, fixing the compensation of 
such of said officers as are receiving sums 
in excess of the value of the services ren- 
dered. This matter is worthy of our serious 
attention. Iearnestly ask that you correct 
such evils as have grown out of the fee 
system, 

Ballot Reform. 

Under the election laws now of force in 
this state, it is in the power of every man to 
see that his vote is counted as cast. There 
is a certainty that, under this system, the 
real result of an election can be ascer- 
tained, and the will cf the people declared 
as expressed in an election. While this is 
true, the process of contesting, where there 
is no registration law and no requirement 
that men shall vote in their own districts, 
makes the matter of a contest a herculean 
task. While the right of the legal voter 
to have his vote counted as cast is secure, 
it is an extremely difficult matter to purge 
the ballot box of illegal votes. I therefore 
urge upon you the necessity of changing our 
election laws, and providing a system 
wherein any unfair or fraudulent practices 
may be easily detected and effectively pre- 
vented. I cannot too strongly impress upon 
you, however, the necessity of deliberate 
action in this matter. Let it be done after 
a thorough study of the election systems of 
other states, and when the mind of the gen- 
eral assembly is mature and clear as to 
what system can be best adapted to the ne- 
cessities of the case, and wal be satis- 
factory to a people with the ideas and cus- 
toms of the people of Georgia. 

Common Schools. 

It is hardly necessary for me to urge up- 
on you the necessity of mecting the troubles 
which are now confronting the common 
school interests of the state, as I know you 
will do this promptly and wisely: but in ad- 
dition to this, I respectfully urge that you 
look to all our educational interests and 
make it the duty of the state school com- 
missioner to visit the higher educational 
institutions of this state, and, as far as 
possible, the high schools and public schools 
of the various towns and cities of the state, 
and require that a short and succinct report 
on the university and its branches be em- 
bodied in his annual report to the general 
assembly. 

It should be the duty of the state school 
commissioner to endeavor to systematize 
all our educational interests, harmonize and 
form of them one perfect and complete sys. 
tem. 

Normal Training. ; 

I am gratified to know that the people of 
the state now recognize the value of normal 
training, and am also gratified to be able 
to report that the work of the normai de- 
partment of the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college at Milledgeville, is progressing 
satisfactorily, anc resulting in immense 
goud to the common schools of the state. 
The great disadvantage that the Normal 
and Industrial college is. now laboring un- 
der, and which is seriously embarrassing it, 
in all its departments, is a want of sufticient 
buildings, Woth for alassrooms and for 
poarders. The state can make no wiser in- 
vestment than to make an appropriation to 
supply the necded buildings. I herewith 
transmit to you, as a part of this message, 
a letter written by J. Harris Chappell, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college, urging the necessity for additional 
Sites. The orgunients stated by him are 
clear, strong an 
what he says, and most re, ask 
that this appropriation be made. 


The work being carried on by this insti- 
tution is important to the state, not only 


because it adds to the intelligence of the 
people in the education given to the individ- 
uals who attend, but it prepares our women 


.for new fields of usefulness, for becoming 


independent bread-winners, and equips our 
young women to become efficient and suc- 
cessful school teachers, thereby carrying 


its benefits to the children of the state anid 


ving new impetus to the advancement of 
od p Tachi schools. There are so few vo- 
cations open to our women in Georgia that 
the state can .do no 
prepare t 


better. 
them thoroughly for those to w 
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tems, where the local tax raised, supple- 
mented with the state school fund, is suffi- 
cient to properly sustain the schools. Of the 
thirty-two local systems in Georgia, I have 
at my command only the statistics of the 
mumber of teachers in twelve. Out of 46 
teachers in these twelve schools, 396 are 
women and 60 men; 87 out of every 100 of 
these teachers are, therefore, women. I have 
G@btained statistics as to the proportional 
numbers. of male and female teachers in 
several of the states of the union.

Without attempting to justify or approve 
the practice. I state as a fact that where 
men and women are each equally qualified 
to do work in the schoolroom, that, on ac- 
count of the few vocations open to women 
and the multiplicity of applicants for each 
position which they can fill, to do the same 
work, women can be employed for much 
less money than men. Leaving out of ques- 
tion all higher and nobler considerations, 
and looking at it from an economical stand- 
point, alone it cannot be denied that it is 
good policy on the part of the state to spare 
neither pains nor money in the education of 
our daughters for work in the schoolroom. 

Two things are necessary for the perfec- 
tion of our common schools; one is_ thor- 
oughly equipped teachers, and the other is 
money to pay them, that they may be in- 
duced to enter into the business of teaching. 
Until these two. wants are supplied, our ed- 
ucational interests must fail to accomplish 
the desired results. : 

The power of any section, of any people, 
is measured by the productive power of 
individuals. The uneducated and _ unskill- 
ed laborer who earns but 50 cents per da 
brings into circulation—adds to the wealt 
in existence—but $150 per annum, while the 
skilled laborer who can earn $5 per day adds 
to the wealth of and brings into circulation 
in the community where he lives, $1,500 per 
annum. One such skilled citizen creates 
in one day as much wealth as 1S created 
by ten of his unskilled neighbors. To prop: 
erly utilize this great factor in the distri- 
bution of wealth, we must educate our peo- 
ple thoroughly, increase their productive- 
ness, and thereby increase the products. 
the wealth and power of the state. The 
words “‘rormal and industrial’ in the name 
of this institution, clearly | indicates the 
scope of the work done by the school, and 
are sufficient to commend it to all who de. 
sire to foster the material and intellectual 
growth of our beloved stafe. 

The University. 

To advance the educational interests of 
the state is by far the greatest work within 
the reach of the state government. The 
university at Athens, the School of Tech- 
nology, the common schools and every de- 
partment of our educational interest, 
should receive your aid and the fostering 
care of the state. They are not beggars. 
Money wisely spent upon them is not 
waste, nor is it a gratuity; it is the best 
investment which the atate can make. 
The proper svpport of the th is essential to 
the provress. the development and the 
dignity of our state and to the intellectual 
greatness of our people. The quantity of 
wealth and happiness which the future will 
bring to this people Gepends upon the char- 
acter of the education which they are to 
receive. The power and prestige of this 
people in molding the thought and form- 
ulating the policy which guide and control 
this nation depend upon the course pur- 
sued in developing the brai. of our people. 
We cannot look to phiianthropists, we 
cannot look to rich men for the sustenance 
of our educational institutions, because the 
colossal fortunes from which such aid some- 
times comes do not exist at the south. 
We must look to the state to properly sus- 
tain our institutions.

The Militia. 


I most earnestly 
that this general assembly grant the nec- 
essary aid and proper enceuragement to 
the military of this state.

WAS OTHELLO BLACK? 


A Common Error of the Stage and of 
~wzikespearean Illustrations. 


The first representation of Verdi’s ‘‘Othel- 
lo” on the Paris stage, and the bestowal 
of high honors on the famous Italian com- 
poser called up for discussion a question 
which long ago occupied the attention of 
dramatic critics in general and Shake- 
spearean scholars in particular, viz: Was 
Othello black, brown or swarthy? 

We have long been accumstomed to see 
him depicted as a black man with Caucasian 
features, and we look en an actor’s de- 
viation from this~as a concession to the 
feelings of the audience. 

Deep students who have investigated 
Othello’s nationality state that he was oue 
of that body of Albanian mercenaries who 
entered Italy in the pay of Charles VIII. 

When the French left the peninsula, 
these Albanians took service with the Ve- 
netians. 

They were clad like the Turks, except 
that they wore no turban, and their prin- 
cipal weapon was a weighty scimitar. 

Shakespeare got from the ol Italian 
chroniclers his ideas. about their appearance, 
and his language was such as to suggest the 
artists who illustrated his plays no more 
than the word ‘‘African’’ does to us now. 
Hence the revolting pictures of Othello, as 
a gigantic negro, in several fine editions 
of Shakespeare’s works. 

These and similar questions which present 
themselves to the reader of the masters 
pieces of English drama are much better 
understood by referring to the exhaustive 
article on Shakespeare in the new Ency- 
clopaedia Britarnica..

ATLANTA, GA., November 27, 1894, 
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New Markets for the South, 

Mr. Frank G. Carpenter’s letter in 
Sunday’s Constitution on the industrial 
situation in Japan was a revelation to 
American readers. 

It seems that the Japanese are making 
wonderful progress in manufacturing. 
Mills and factories equipped with mod- 
ern machinery are going up all over 
the empire, and their products are equal 
and frequently superior to the best goods 
manufactured in the United States and 
Europe. The city of Osaka alone has 
forty-six cotton mills with 600,000 spin- 
dles, and by the end of this year the 
number will probably be increased to 
1,000,000 spindles. Mr. Carpenter be- 
lieves that Japan will soon be the chief 
exporter of cotton goods to China, In- 
dia and even to the United States. Their 
people are skilled artists and ingenious 
workers, and they are already shipping 
great quantities of their goods to this 
eountry. 

Much of the cotton usedin the Japan- 
ese mills comes from America, and it is 
estimated that $14,000,000 worth of it is 
purchased every year, although we sell 
only $3,000,000 worth of goods to Japan 
yearly. Our cotton, instead of being pur- 
chased in American markets; is pur- 
chased by the Japanese in Liverpool, 
and England makes’ the _ profit that 
should come to us. We ship it to Liver- 
pool, and it is then sent to Japan via the 
Suez canal. 

Now, this state of affairs is unneces- 
sary and should not be endured by the 
American people. We purchase $17,000,- 
000 worth of goods annually from Ja- 
pan, and sell her in return only $3,000,- 
000 worth. England sells Japan $17.- 
000,000 worth of products yearly, and 
$14,000,000 worth of titis is American 
cotton, while she purchases only $3,000,- 
000 worth of Japanese goods. England 


also gets most of the Chinese trade, 
which now amounts to $300,000,000 a 
year. Our country furnishes the raw 
material and the English middle men 
fix the price and sell it at a profit in 
the Asiatic markets to 800,000,000 cus- 
tomers, using America as her catspaw 
to rake out Chinese and Japanese chest- 
nuts for her. 

Our consul in Japan thinks that the 
American trunk lines should be induced 
to lower their freights so that we may 
successfully compete with England in 
laying down our cotton and other prod- 
ucts in Japan. The trade of Japan would 
then naturally be diverted from England, 
and would come to us. This would in- 
crease the freight traftic of our railways 
aud more than make up for their re- 
duce rates in hauling freight intended 
to be shipped to Japanese ports. 

Even under our present adverse condi- 
tions it would be possible to ship cotton 
from southern ports to Japan and offer 
our customers there better terms than 
they can get in Liverpool. The thing 
needed, however, is to push our Nicara- 
gua canal enterprise, and then, with the 
advantage of that short route to Japan, 
England would be unable to compete 
with us. When we get this waterway 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific 60,- 
000,000 consumers in” Sopth America 
who now give the bulk of their trade 
to England will find it more convenient 
to seek our southern ports and markets, 
and Japan, China and India will turn 
away from England and deal with us 
in order to reap the advantage of quick 
transit, low freights and cheap raw ma- 
terial. 

When that time comes Liverpool will 
no longer fix the price of our staples. 
She will be unable to control the Asiatic 
and South American markets, and the 
American growers of cotton will ship it 
direct to the consumers in the far east. 

This brief outline of the policy which 
wiil emancipate us from our commercial 
serfdom to England should induce our 
statesmen, business men and transporta- 


tion managers to work together in har-# 


mony to secure this trade, which nat- 
urally belongs to us. The first thing to 
do is to construct the Nicaragua canal. 
If this enterprise is compelled to wait, 
our trunk lines should be urged to agree 
upon lower freights for goods and prod- 
ucts to be shipped to Japan, China and 
South America. If this is found to be 
impracticable, it will still be possible to 
make our southern ports the markets 
from which our raw material and goods 


win be shipped to the countries whose 


| trade we are seeking. The rapid devel- 


opment of the cotton industry in Japan 


is in itself a sufficient inducement for 


us to use every possible means of quick- 
ening and cheapening transportation be- 
tween this country and the east and 
Spanish America. Twenty years ago Gen- 
eral Grant said that if we built the Nic- 
aragua canal Japan would purchase 
1,000,000 - bales of cotton yearly from 
us, and the industrial progress of that 
country in recent years makes it safe 
to'say that she would now take at least 
2,000,000 bales a year. Such _possi- 
bilities are surely worth working for. 


Can Macon Afford It? 

The failure of ihe Macon Exposition 
Company to pay the premiums which it 
agreed to pay the successful exhibitors 
at the recent Dixie Interstate fair has 
excited widespread dissatisfaction, and 
the exhibitors who were awarded premi- 
ums are complaining bitterly. 

The exposition company is composed 
of some of the wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens of Macon, and the 
prospectus of the fair embraced the 
names of many leading Georgians and 
the governors of other southern states. 
Naturally the exhibitors felt encouraged 
to do their best, and it is admitted that 
they made the fair a first-class exposi- 
tion. It is not treating them fairly to 
make them lose the results of their la- 
bor, and we cannot believe that Macon 
will allow them to go without the justly- 
earned rewards of their skill and toil. 

The truth is, Macon cannot afford to 
do it. Her wealthy citizens who organ- 
ized the exposition company should go 
down into their pockets and foot the bill, 
and we believe that they will do it. If 
they do not, then their failure to live up 
to their contract will injure Macon, in- 
jure Georgia and injure the prospects of 
future fairs and expositions in this state. 
The payment of the premiums was 
promised “after the close of the fair,” 
to use the language of the official pros- 
pectus, but the great majority of the ex- 
hibitors are still waiting. 

The state agricultural society also has 
& grievance. The exposition company 
was to pay it $1,750 on the second day 
of the fair, but it asked for a week's de- 
lay and then paid only $1,000. 

Clearly this way of doing business 
must necessarily hurt Macon, Georgia, 
the agricultural society and our future 
expositions. The people of Macon are 
liberal and public-spirited, and we can- 
not believe that they will let the matter 
rest here. We feel satisfied that they 
will raise the money and redeem every 
pledge made by the exposition company. 


Georgia’s Geological Interests. 

It is to be hoped that the legislature 
will decide to continue the appropriation 
for the state geological department. 

As at present organized our géological 
survey is doing a good work in aiding 
the material development of the state, 
and in one instance an investment of 
$240,000 of outside capital has been 
made in Georgia upon the representa- 
tions made by the chief of survey. 

It would be a public calamity to in- 
terrupt or sus end the work of the de- 
partment just at this time, when it 
promises so much and is so much need- 
ed. The surveys of the marble and ¢o- 


rundum deposits of the state have been | 


finished and considerable progress has 
been made with the gold and phosphate 
deposits. Bulletins in regard to our gold 
2nd bauxite deposits will soon be issued, 


and it is of the greatest importance that 


the geological department should not be 

hampered or checked until it finishes the 

task upon which it is now engaged. 
Our old red hills are full of inexhausti- 


| ble wealth, and when the world is bet- 
_ ter informed regarding our mineral re- 
, sources we may expect a rush of capital 


and enterprise. A splendid geological 
exhibit at our exposition next year 
should be one of its most interesting fea- 
tures, and this is another strong reason 
why the appropriation for the comple- 
tion of the survey should be continued. 


Governor Atiinson’s First Message. 

The governor submitted his first mes- 
sage to the general assembly yesterday, 
and in presenting it elsewhere today 
The Constitution takes this occasion to 
cordially commend it. 

The message is a good one, and the 
general assembly can make no mistake 
in following the track blazed by the ygov- 
ernor. 

Attention is called to the necessity for 
reform in our judicial system, the pres- 
ent system being antiquated and the 
laws governing the administration of 
justice being inadequate to meet the in- 
creasing demands upon the courts. 

The governor recommends that the 

county chaingang system “be brought 
under the supervision of the penitentiary 
department of the state.” The suggestion 
merits favorable consideration, and if it 
is adopted it will go far towards reme- 
dying the evils of punishment by private 
individuals, and it will put the state in 
a position where it can better handle the 
reformatory question. 
- The governor asks for liberal provis- 
ion for worthy pension applicants and 
calls special attention to the evils of 
the fee system, earnestly recommending 
“that the general assembly have insti- 
tuted an inquiry into the compensation of 
such state officers as are paid in part or 
in full by fees.” The legislature should act 
immediately on this suggestion, and if 
it authorizes the appointment of such a 
committee as is proposed by the gov- 
ernor, ft will begin a work of reform 
which will not be stopped nntil the fee 
system is entirely abolished or vasily 
modified. There are public officers in 
Georgia today who are receiving from 
ten totwenty thousand dollars per an- 
num in fees, while the governor of the 
state gets but $3,000. This incongruity 
is entirely unjustifiable. 

In the matter of ballot reform the gov- 
ernor’s utterance is not as satisfactory 
as in other features of the message, 
though he commends “the necessity of 
changing our election laws and provid- 
ing a system in which unfair and fraud- 
ulent practices may be easily detected 
and effectively prevented.” This recom- 
mendation is wise, and the governor 
should have stopped right there. It was 
not necessary for him to say that un- 
der the present election system “the 
right of the legal voter to have his vote 
counted as cast is secure,” nor is it true 
| that “there is a certainty that under this 


| 
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system the real result of an election can 
be ascertained and the will ofthe peo- 
ple declared as expressed in the elec- 
tion.” On the other hand, the exact re- 
verse is true, and what better illustra- 
tion is there that such is the case than 
the recent acceptance by both sides, in 
the tenth district, of the proposition to 
declare the election off because it was 
mgnifestly fraudulent and reproachful 
to the better sentiment, not only of the 
district, but of the state. Our present 
election laws are monstrosities, and it 
has been conclusively demonstrated in 
the tenth district that they are traves- 
ties on fairness in some counties. We 
heartily commend the governor’s sugges- 
tion that the present system be changed, 
and we do not agree with him in the po- 
sition that the existing election laws 
“protect every voter.” If so, why the 
necessity of a change? 

The governor is right in his recom- 
mendation that the common schools of 
the state should receive liberal treat- 
ment and that special attention should 
be paid to the matter of normal training. 
He is particularly felicitous im his words 
of encouragement to the state univer- 
sity and the School of Technology, stat- 
ing that each “should receive your aid 
and the fostering care of the state. We 
must look to the state to properly sus- 
tain ow institutions. It is the duty of 
our state to educate the people and per- 
fect these educational institutions.” 

The militia is presented to the favora- 
ble consideration of the general assem- 
bly, which is asked to give it “‘the nec- 
essary aid and proper encouragement.” 

Of the Cotton States and International 
exposition the governor says that “Geor- 
‘gia has the greatest opportunities which 
have come to her during her existence 
as a state.” He recommends that the 
general assembly use all proper means 
to enable the state to attract fhe atten- 
tion of the civilized world to “her cli- 
mate, her resources and her advan- 
tages.” 

The message is a good one, and it is 
one on which Governor Atkinson can 
well afford to stand. It is a progressive 
and liberal document, and if the legisla- 
ture does as well by the governor’s rec- 
ommendations as he has done by his ad- 
ministration in making them, it will 
have abundant cause for congratulation. 
The Constitution warmly commends the 
message, and there is not a recommenda- 
tion in it that does not meet our ap- 
proval. 


Tho Good Times Coming. 

The Nashville American does not be- 
lieve in tattling about hard times and 
predicting eslamity. Tt savs: 

The recognition of the truth of existing 


‘conditions, be they hard times, depressions 


in business or financial stringencies, does 
not demand that people shall get upon the 
house tops and make matters worse by 
proclaiming aloud their pessimistic theo- 
ries and beliefs, nor can any good be ac- 
complished by going up and down the 
Streets xttempting to make converts to the 
belief that the country, from a_ business 
point of view, is on the down grade. A 
man may really be convVinced that this 
view is a corféct diagnusis, and that he 
is correct *n &ts calamity predictions, 
but what is the use of nis converting to his 
way of thinking others who, before they 
fell uncer his influence, were content to 
work and strive and still keep up their 
courage with the spark of hope left in 
their breasts telling them that the worst 
is over and a change for the better 1s at 
hand. The pessimist makes many others 
miserable, unhappy and full of fear as to 
the future, while he does no good to him- 
eelf or the community in which he lives. 

We have 
pulled through the worst of the depres- 
sion, trade is reviving, our industries are

starting up, new mills are being erected 


and there are many thousands more peo- 
ple at work than found employment six 
months ago. 

The reaction has come, and the pendu- 
lum is slowly but surely swinging back 
to good times. Here in the south the 
people have suffered less than their 
brethren of tho east and west.. They 
have at least held their own, and they 
will now be the first to profit by the re- 
turn of prosperity. 

The rapid building up of our manu- 
facturing interests during the coining 
ten years will give our people work and 


, wages, and make new markets for our

farmers. Under our new _ policy of 
raising our own food crops and manu- 
facturing our own material we are bound 
to grow rich, and if we stick to it there 
will not be another spell of hard times 
in the south for at least a generation 
to come. 


Plenty of Corn. 

The New York World, referring to the 
Statement that the southern corn crop 
this year will amount to a full third of 
the total crop of the United States, ex- 


} presses some surprise, and says that if 


it is true it “will have a marked effect 
in increasing the amount of surplus cash 
the people of that section will have for 
New York trade.” 

As to the truth of this particular state- 
ment we do not know, but it is undoubt- 
edly true that the south has grown, for 
the first time in many years, a sufficient 
amount of corn to supply its own needs. 
It is also true that a large number of 
farmers would have corn to sell if there 
was any demand for this grain among 
But southern farmers 
have not been in the habit of marketing 
their corn, even when they had a sur- 
plus. They store it in their cribs in the 
ear, and those who buy from them have 
to buy it in that shape. 

To be marketable, corn must be shelled 
and sacked, and this process calls for 
facilities which the southern farmers 
have not provided themselves with. 
When they have a surplus of the grain 
they simply count it as a gain for the 
next year. 

Under these circumstances we do not 
see how the big corn crop of the south 
will add anything, to the surplus cash 
the people will have for New York 
trade. The cash crop is the cotton crop, 
and cotton at 5 cents a pound repre- 
sents not only a net cash loss to the 
planter, but a tremendous reduction in 
the amount of cash available for busi- 
ness and trade in the south. 

Nevertheless the big corn crop is a 
great blessing to the farmers. There 
was at one time a prospect that unpro- 
pitious seasons and a tendency to in- 
crease the cotton acreage would compel 
our farmers to depend on the west for 
their corn and their bacon, but this ten- 
dency has been gradually working its 
own cure. Our planters have discovered 
for themselves that they cannot afford 


| to buy bread, meat and plantation sup- 
plies with the money which they re- 
ceive for their cotton, even when prices 
are on a just level, and for ten years or 
more they have been diversifying their 
crops and gradually working out the 
problem that is involved in making a 
cotton farm self-sustaining—for it is and 
has been a problem, in spite of the ease 


‘with which it has been settled by va- 


rious newspaper editors and writers. 

But the farmers have been gradually 
working out this problem, and their suc- 
cess, aided by better methods and 
propitious seasons, culminated this 
year not only in an enormous corn 
crop, but in good crops of smaller grain. 
Along with this they have been devot- 
ing more and more of their attention 
to raising horses, cattle and hogs. Now, 
while surplus grain crops in the south, 
with 5-cent cotton, do not mean more 
cash for trade in New York, they do 
mean a great deal for the farmers. A 
surplus corn crop in the south means 
more bacon, fatter mules and horses, 
and @ greater degree of the contentment 
that grows out of a reasonably safe 
outlook for the immediate future. 

A surplus of corn means more hogs in 
the south, because it is more profitable 
to make it into pork than to put it in a 
shape for market at present prices. In 
spite of the short crop in the west, corn 
is worth not much. above 35 cents a 
bushel on the western farms. It is no 
more profitable to raise corn for market 
in the south at 35 or 40 cents a bushel 
‘than it is to raise cotton at 5 cents a 
pound. But it is profitable to turn the 
corn and 12 1-2 cent bacon. 

As a matter of course editors who ad- 
vise the farmers to quit raising. cotton 
altogether do not realize that every busi- 
ness and commercial interest in this sec- 
tion is bused on the growth of this sta- 
ple commodity, nor do they realize that 
any serious cutting down of the crop 
would stimulate the growth of the sta- 
ple in India, Lgypt, Russia and Argent- 
tina. 

There have been vast changes of 
southern trade during the past ten years. 
The time was when long meat trains 
supplementing the corn trains used to 
roll into the south through Atlanta. It 
is no longer necessary to haul meat and 
grain into the south by the train load. 
The movement has been growing small- 
er year by year until now it is smaller 
than it has been since the war. This 
shows beyond all question that the farm- 
ers have been slowly improving their 
methods by reducing their expenses and 
by building their corn-cribs and smoke- 
houses on their own land, instead of 
having to pay rental on them in the 
west. 

There are so many leaks on a cotton 
farm that it requires time and patience 
to stop them up. But it is gratifying 
to know “thait our planters bave made 
such satisfactory progress. The hard 
times that result from vicious legislation 
gre an evil, but by reason of them the 
cotton growers, along with all other 
classes who earn their living by the 
sweat of their brow, will be compelled 
to learn a lesson in economy that will 


stand them and their children in good 
sterdghereafter.

The Democrat from Douglas Has Won 
His Contest Case. 


ATLANTA AFFAIRS BEFORE COMMITTEES 


A Delegation from West Atlanta on the 
Dumping Grounds Matter—The Ex- 
position and the Judiciary. 


It will be Senator Whitley after today. 
and the senatorial toga which Hon. Bion 
Williams, the Meriwether populist, has been 
wearing will be transferred to the broad 
shoulders of the gallant democrat from 
Douglas. 

The senate committee on privileges ana 
elections reached a decision yesterday af- 
ternoon, and the report of the committee 
will probably be made today. Senator M-- 
Gregor, the populist member, gave notice 
that he would submit a minority report. 
and if he has thet ready, the two will be 
presented to the senate. If it is not réady the 
majority report will probably be held back. 

The case made by Senator Whitley is a 
very strong one. “Whe committee’s attention 
has been called té a2 barge number of faud- 
ulent votes that were cast for the pdpulist 
cardidate, and after giving these full con- 
sideration, and curing other irregularities, 
Dr. Whitley is found to have a majority of 
between 4150 and 500. On the face of the 
returns Mr. Williams had a majority of 
about 150. 

The contestant attacked about 350 votes 
cast for Mr. Willkams, and proved by the 
production of the tax fi. fas. against them 
that the men who cast the votes had no 
right to do so. Then three pricinsts—one 
in Douglas and two in Campbell—were 
thrown out on account of glaring irregular. 
ities 

Without the elimination of these precincts 
Dr. Whitley has a clear maiority. The dem- 
ocratic members of the committee say that 
his case is a very strong one ard that 
there is no possible doubt of his right to 
the seat. 

Tune Judiciary and the Exposition. 

The general judiciary committee of the 
house reconsidered, yesterday, its action on 
the proposition for a state exhibit, through 
the agricultural department, at the exposi- 
tion. Some of ts.e members who had not 
made up their minds on the legal points 
involved asked for reconsideration, and the 
friends of the exposition made no opposi- 
ticn, desiring that the committee should be

In this connection, the following strong 
letter from ex-Chief Justice Bleckley will 
be read with interest: 

“Hon. E. P. Howell, House of Representa- 
tives. Dear Sir: You have called my at- 
tention to a pending resolution in the house 
of representatives directing that an exhibit 
be made by the state at the Cotton States 
and International exposition, to be held 
next year in this city, prescribing duties to 
be performed in relation thereto by the gov- 
ernor and other state officials, and providing 
that the non-perishable articles exhibited be 
afterwards placed in the capitol and there 
kept as a permanent exhibit of the re- 
sources and progress of the state Your ob- 
ject in consulting me touching this resolu- 
tion was to ascertain my deliberate and 
candid opinion as to its constitutionality. 

‘“T have taken time to consider the ques- 
tion, and the purpose of this communication 
is to anewer it. 

“Nothing is more obvious than=that the 
state could not, consistently with the con- 
stitution, incur expense in collecting arti- 
cles and making an exhibit for the purpose 


| of aiding the proposed exposition as a busi- 


ness enterprise, or to benefit Atlanta, or 
comprehensive than the interest of the 
whole state.

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NO VOTE YRT. 


Senator Boyd's Committes Has Not Yet 


Acted on the Dispensary Bill 


THERE WERE SEVERAL SPEECHES 


And the Committee Has to Take Time to 
Consider Them—Who Appeared 
Before the Body. 


The senate committee on temperance has 
not yet reached a vote. 

Several times it has, been on the verge 
of a decision, but just as the glass of hope 
was raised to the committee lips, it was 
dashed to earth. 

The bill is in the nature of a dispensary 
measure, While it provides for the closing 
of the barrooms, it also provides for the 
opening of dispensaries. 

If the bill should pass, every county now 
Wet would set, the machinery in motion 
for the establishment of a dispensary. And, 
What genuine temperance reformers fear, 
it would start the movement in every dry 
county for an election in which to qualify 
to become seats of dispensaries. 

That means, they say, that three-fourths 
of the state which is now dry beyond all 
dispute, would again become debatable 
ground, with the chances of loss 
to the dreaded king alcohol. 

It was pretty much this view of the mat- 
ter that induced Senator Mercer, at the 
last meeting, to kick over the milk pail, 
so that he might have time to look into tne 
matter more closely. 

“If they will make it a straight prohibi- 
tion bill,’ said Senator Harris, of the third, 
“the people will understand it.’”’ 

Finally it was arranged that a decisive 
meeting should be held yesterday, and that 
the hearing of opinions would be resumed. 
There were present, to tell of the _in- 
sufficiency of prohibition Mayor Goodwin, of 
Atlanta: Captain James W. English and 
Hon. Charles Collier. They spoke plainly 
and to the point, showing how harmful to 
true temperance it would be to reopen set- 
tled questions in so many counties. They 
also pleaded for the recognized democratic 
doctrine of home rule. Georgia had adopted 
the principle of local option. The law had 
proven more than satisfactory and under 
it the state was steadily marching on to- 
ward the best form of prohibition—that 
maintained by the public sentiment of the 
country. 

In reply Colonel Green T. Dodd and Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne spoke. They were 
not only in favor of every step that led 
towards the abolition of the liquor business, 
but of every measure that would cripple its 
financial standing. They spoke late into the 
evening, and gas had to be called into 
requisition. 

The committee decided not to act at once, 
but to wait until after the senate session 
of today. When that session is held, one 
of the ecommitteemen, Senator Bion Wil- 
liams, will have been voted out of his seat 
in the senate. How this will affect the vote 
of the committee remains to be seen. He 
gave indication of being opposed to the 
bill, but so also, his friends say, is Dr. 
Whitley, who will succeed to the place of 
Mr. Williams. 


THE PLAN IS READY. 


Architect Green Finishes the Designs 
for the Cotton Factory. 
The plans for the new exposition cotton 


‘mills, furnished by Messrs. Lockwood, 
Greene & Co., of Boston, have been ac- 
cepted. 


These well known architects have planned 


some of the largest factory buildings in . 


the south, and their design for the exposi- 
tion mills is one of the best they have 
ever submitted. 

The building will be of brick, four stories 
high, 300 feet long, and 105 feet wide. The 
engine house will be 50x38 feet, and the 
boiler house 40x100 feet. 

The floor space of the entire building will 
measure 140,000 feet, and the chimney stack 
will be about 160 feet high. 

The building is designed to meet the most 
rigid requirements of the insurance laws, 
and will embody many features never seen 
in the south before. 

The factory is to be heated by the modern

blower system, which combines the most 
perfect elements of ventilation, and it will 
be lighted with electricity. 

In the matter of power, the plant will be 
equipped with machinery capable of pro- 
ducing power with the lowest minimum of 
fuel, and every appliance will be in keep- 
ing with the up-to-date factory. 

The purpose of the Exposition Mills Com- 
pany is to erect a plant that will be capa- 
ble of producing a product equaling any 
in the United States. . 

The new mills, though an annex of those 
now in operation, will be equipped with 20,- 
000 spindles and: 650 looms, giving employ- 
ment to about 400 additional workmen. They 
will turn out a finer class of goods than the 
old mills and are intended to meet a de- 
mand, which has heretofore been supplied 
by the New England factories. 

The factory will be built at once. In- 
vitations have been extended to a number 
of contractors both at home and abroad, 
and their propositions will be opened on 
December lith. As soon as the contract is 
awarded the work will be commenced and 
pushed to speedy completion. Arrangements 
have been made to put in the machinery 
as soon as the progress of ihe building 
operations will permit, and by the time the 
mill is completed it will be ready to begin 
work. 

Mr. Stephen Greene, a member of the 
architectural firm which furnished the 
pians for the exposition milis, is in the 
city. 

He has traveled all over the south and 
is familiar with all of our manufacturing 
centers. His company designed nearly all 
of the largest plants in South Carolina, 
among them being the big factory now 
being built at Pelzer, S. C. Like all in- 
telligent New England people, he believes 
that the south is the legitimate home of 
the cotton fact@ry, and thinks that the next 
few years will witness unprecedented in- 
dustrial ,activity throughout’ the cotton 


states.

Tobacco Men Will Make Big Exhibits 
at Our Exposition. 


REPORTS OF. THE TWO CANVASSERS 


Messrs. Haralson and Christian Had a 
Highly Successful Trip—Their Re- 
port tothe Executive Board. 


The tobacco feature of Atlanta’s growing 
exposition has assumed immense propor- 
tions.

At the meeting of the executive board 
at exposition headquarters yesterday morn- 
ing Messrs. Phil H. Harralson and E. H.

Messrs. Harraison and Christian left At- 
lanta about three weeks ago. They were 
commissioned by the exposition authorities 
to act for the exposition to the fullest ex- 
tent, and thus equipped, they made a great 
Success of their trip. They visited Durham, 
Lynchburg, Danville, Baltimore, Philadel- 
Phia and New York, and in each of these 
cities they called on the representative to- 
bacco men. They were highly encouraged 
wherever they went. They have only been 
back from New York a day or two, and 
When they appeared before the executive 
board yesterday morning they were enthu- 
Siastic over the outlook. The meeting of 
the board was almost exclusively devoted 
to the report of the two gentlemen. 

They reported the general success cof their 
trip and gave some figures, which showed 
that their enthusiasin was not without 
cause. They stated that they had listed 
exhibits enough to cover thirteen thousand 
Square feet of space.

Farmer Thought He Had Killed Baldwin, 
bat Had Not. 


UNAWARE OF If HE TRIED SUICIDE 


The Bullet Which He Fired Into His Own

Macon, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)—

Ordinary Calhoun Dees Not Like.the 
Pending Registration Bill. 

The bill now before the house of repre- 
sentatives to make one registration law 
for the entire vote of the state is being 
commented upon, both pro and con. Or- 
dinary Calhoun, ef Fulton, has some- 
thing to say about it, and presents several 
Objections : 

‘1. In the second section the books are 
designated ‘voters’ book.’ Would not ‘reg- 
istration list’ be better, and ‘revised reg- 
istration list’ for those prepared by the 
registrars? 

“2. Should there not be a separate oath 
for minors arriving at age after registra- 
tion and before the election, and where 
twelve and six months’ residence is com- 
pleted before election and after registra- 
tion. 

3. In section 3 a memorandum of the dis- 
trict or ward of the afflant is required to 
be made above his signature to the oath, 
which is superfiuous, as it already ap- 
pears in his oath. 

“4. Section 5 allows no time for the tax 
collector to prepare the lists for the reg- 
istrar as requfreé therein. 

‘§. Section 6 gives the collector, ordinary 
and clerk a difficult work to ascertain who 
are disfranchised, etc., and without just 
compensation. 

‘6. Section 8 confers very large powers 
upon the three registrars, and with sec- 
tion 9 ts impracticable for counties in 
which cities are situated and where there 


) is a large vote, for the work required can- 


not be done in ten days. 

“7. From section 10 it appears that a 
voter having taken the oath before the 
tax collector and who has been put on the 
non-registered list by the registrars after 
examination has only to swear again be-

Big 
crop estimates are still insisted upon by 
many. That may have been the principal 
reason why Liverpool became lukKe-warm. 
Both Liverpool ard the continent sent sell- 
ing orders. On the decline, however, the 
buying here was heavy and prices ran up 
14 to 16 points from the lowest figures of 
the morning, closing firm at a net advance 
for the day of 5@6 points. The south bought 
freely. The transactions reaching the 
handsome aggregate of 268,900. The rise 
was due largely to the prevailing sentiment 
fin favor of cotton, and particularly among 
outside operators. New Orleans was pull- 
ing a streng oar in the same boat. Some 
were buying here and selling there. New 
Orleans receipts tomorrow were estimated 
at 23,000 to 25,000 bales, against 33,330 bales 
on the same day last week, and 24,119 last 
vear. This estimate encouraged the bulls, 
as it showed a decrease compared with last 
week. In New Orleans puts declined 9 
points and then recovered this and advance 4d 
540 poins. Spot prices here and at the 
south were generally steady to firm and 
unaltered. Wiimington advanced &% and 
Augusta about 1-16. Spot prices of cotton 
here were quiet, steady and unchanged; 
6c. In Manchester yarns were firm 
and cloths quiet. Liverpool closed quiet 
and steady at a net decline of 3 points. 
New Orleans sold 7,000 bales of spot cotton 
and Memphis 4,509. The receipts at the 
ports today fell below the estimate, but 
reached 70,386 bales, against 71,409 bales this 
day last week and 50,064 last year, mak- 
ing 126,018 this far for this week against 
118,717 ales for the same time last 
week. Houston received 11,413 bales against 
7,699 last year; St. 
3,193; Memphis 9,459 against 7,808, and Au- 
gusta 1,590 against 1,199 last year. The 
late advance has been rapid and quite 
marked without much, if any change, in 
actual statistical position, and on this rise 
we believe it will be found a wiser policy 
to sell than to buy. The professional oper- 
ators on the whole are opposed to the ad- 
vance, while outsiders favor it.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Business on the Stock Exchange Dis- 
appointingly Small. 

New York, November 26.—Business at 
the stock exchange today was on a disap- 
pointingly small scale, the startling devel- 
opments in the Shoe and Leather bank 
having offset in a large degree the effect 
of the successful placing of the new gov- 
ernment loan. Another matter which tend- 
ed to restrict business was the mystery 
surrounding the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern dividend. The directors are to meet 
tomorrow for action. A story was cur- 
rent that the directors will follow the 
Vanderbilt plan by setting a regular rate 
of dividend on the stock, say 4 or 5 per 
cent, and, if the earnings warrant, de- 
clare extra at the end of the calendar 
year. The opening of the :narket was ir- 
regular, Chicago Gas and a few other 
prominent specialties showing strength, 
while the other standard stocks were weak. 
Subsequently the whole list weakened, and 
when the St. Paul statement was publish- 
ed, the Grangers declined sharply. This 
statement was very unfavorable, showing 
a decrease in gross earnings of $931,734 and 
in het of $653,377 for October. From July 
Ist to October 3lst, the net earnings were 
$3,446,658, against $4,434,478 for the same 
period last year. On this statement St. 
Paul declined 5% to 58%4,. Northwest from 
981, to 973%; Rock Island, from 61% to 61, 
and Burlington and Quincy from 71 to 70%. 
The -decline otherwise ranges from %@1%%§ 
per cent, Chicago Gas and Sugar leading. 
In the late dealings, the higher priced 
coalers were decidedly strong on reports 
of shutting down of collieries. A _ better 
feeling is said to prevail in anthracite coal 
circles since the recent meeting of the 
presidents in Philadelphia. The market 
closed irregular.

Financial Gossip. 

The New York Stockholder, in its review 
of the market last week, says: 

“Tt is'almost impossible to kill bullish sen- 
timent as to the stock market. It has to die 
slowly from lingering, wasting consump- 
tion. This market has been ailing for near- 
ly two years, but its promotors, guardians 
and physicians have only recently become 
alagmed as to ultimate results, and are but 
now beginning to acknowledge the danger- 
ous character of its disease, and the heroic 
trsatment required. Its manipulators have 
learned that massage .will no longer prove 
effective. 

Were it not for increasing liquidations, 
prices should have rallied since Thursday, 
for the shorts covered liberally. <A rally is 
due, but should it come, it will doubtless 
be short-lived. Confidence is pretty will 
undermined, even among the professionals. 
The latter threw up their hats, ag it were, 
on Saturday. 

‘“‘Because St. Paul’s earnings for the third 
week of November decreased only $111,000 
cc mpared with the like period of 1893. That 
shows what small crumbs afford comfort 
these times. Compared with 1891 and 1892 
the decrease was about $176,000 for each year 
@nd compared with 1890, when the company 
paid no dividends and had no immediate 
prospects of paying any, the decrease was 
$12,000 

“Wall street is gradually opening its 
eyes. It and the same professional public 
have declined an invitation of the manip- 
ulators to come into the market and relieve 
the latter of wares at prices utterly un- 
justified by conditions—have refused to be 
cheated and deceived by such spurious bull 
theories as easy money, the government 
loan, politics and the like. 

‘The result is that prices are lower. From 
now on speculators and investors will be 
influenced by doubtful dividend prospects 
in some cases—a dubious interest outlook 
in others. Only last week one of the great- 
est of the western railway systems suc- 
cumbed to adverse conditions. To the proud, 
obstinate directors of the Burlington their 
dividend reduction was a bitter pill, but 
they had to swallow it. They made it as 
small as possible, however—very much too 
small, in fact. 

“As their meeting furnished the important 
event of the past week, so tomorrow's 
meeting of the Northwestern directors is 
expectgl to give us the notable event of this 
week. If the conservative directors of this 
road need justification for reducing the div- 
idend on the common stock, they have only 
to look at earnings and the outlook. If 
they want excuses for paying an unearned 
dividend, they have only to listen to the fal- 
lacies of speculative bankers. 

“As to the skepticism of the public, it is 
increased by the fate of Atcaison+ and 
Northern Pacific, and their owners. It has 
come to pass that intelligent investors and 
speculators no longer draw their deductions 
from the statements of the Wall street end 
of some road still on the dividend list. That 
time has gone. 

“They look now to the properties in the 
hands of receivers, and from results report- 
ed by the latter, make up their minds about 
the real condition of the dividend property 
in which they are owners. For example 
when the Burlington managers claim thaf 
they operated their road in September for 
55 per cent of gross receipts the intelligent 
investor knows there is a screw loose some- 
where, since Atchison’s percentage the 
same month was 75! Every intelligent rail- 
road man knows that 65 per cent is a low 
expense ratio for Burlington, and that eve- 
ry point below that is the result of ‘tems 
porary economies,’ as President Perkins ex- 
pressed it a year ago. 

There is little change in general business. 
Recovery is slow and premises so to con- 
tinue. Wheat, after rallying deceptively 
early in the month, returned last week te 
within a cent or two of the lowest. Corn 
declined, too. Cotton had a speculative ad- 
vance, but is still pirenomenally low. It is 
not surprising that the country buys spar- 
ingly or that trade expands only by de- 
grees. 

“Bank clearings and earnings reflect a 
small volume of trade. The former for the 
week at $992,000,000 were $50,000,000 smaller 
than week before last, and only $61,000,000 
larger than in the panic year, while com- 
pared with 1892 the loss was $137,000,000. As 
to earnings 68 roads the second week in No- 
vember decreased 2.29 per c?nt against a 
decrease of 4.u. for 79 roads the first week. 

“Exchange presented varying features. Its 
strength was due to sales of securities by 
Europe, easy money and large imports. At 
the end it eased off on anticipations of. for- 
eign purchases of United States bonds. Im- 
ports of d?, goods and general merchandise 
were large, for the week about $10.500,000, an 
increase of $3,000,000 over week before last, 
and $3,500,000 more than a year ago. 

Cotton closed % up at 6 cents for middling 
uplands. Exports for the week were 250,000 
bales, as against 236,000 the week before and 
252,000 a year ago. Since September Ist the 
aggregate has been $17,000, against 530,000 in 
1893. Receipts for the week were 35.000 
bales compared with 395,000 the week before, 
and 291,000 a vear ago. Cotton is low, but 
the recent rally was due toan oversold con. 
dition, and it will take steady and continu- 
ous buying by longs to prevent a decline, 
after the short interest is covered.

Judiciary Committee. 


MESGRS, KNOWLES, O'NEILL AND LEVY 


Talk Upon tho Merits of Both Sides 
of the ‘Question. 


ine VENABLE’S PIERCING QUESTIONS 


\W hich Bronght Outa Curious Revelation 
in Regard to the Companies Makiug 
Deposits with the Treesurer. | 


‘he insurance question grows decidedly 
more interesting. 

The main feature of the compleints com- 
ing in to Senator Venable is that the heavy 
curperations and business cnterprises feel 
the load es keenly as do the small insur- 
ers. 
Such establishments as the Bibb Manufac- 
turing Company,the Atlanta cotton mills,the 
Jackson cotton seed ofl mill and others of 
like charactec declare that in self-protec- 
son thev have been forced to insure out- 
sjde of the state, 

“Just think of it,”’ said Mr. O’Neill, in the 
conelusion of hig argument, “that Georgia 
has. for years, been trying to obtain the 
influx vf capital. Special concessions have 
been made by the cities, towns an! villages, 
raxes heve been remitted, sites have been 
donated and every means has been resorted 
the people to induce the establish- 
mont of these institutions, yet the very 
companies authorized to insure by the laws 
«? Georgia press so heavily upon them that 
rhey are erying out for relief and they are 
te go beyond the limits of the state 
ror the insurance which they cannot afford 
to take at home.” 

The speech of Mr. Clarence Knowles sur- 
prised His friends who had not looked for 
ich ready expression and Keen satire from 
his lips. The mast startling incident of the 
day’s proceedings, however, was the short 
colloquy which took place between Senator 
Venable and Mr.. Levy during the specch of 
latter. Mr. Levy Was impressing the 
theory thet it was mandatory that there 
spoulad be s deposit. 

“The constitution,” said he, ‘requires a 
security that must be deposited. A house 
and lot will mot do; it must be such secur- 
ity as can be depositeu with the treasurer.” 

Senator Venable—Do you hold that all 
fre insurance companies must make such 

ueposit : 

Mr. Levy—J do. 

Senator Venable—Does it not require local 
companies to deposit security? 

Mr. Levy--That question is not before me. 

Senator Venahie—Are yor representing the 
Georgia Home Insurance Company alone? 

Mr. Levy—Yes, sir. 

Senator Venable—How will your company 
be at a disadvantage if this bill passes, 
since it has not deposited one cent in the 
treasury? If that be true, where are you 
damaged? 

Mr. Levy,in great excitement—The compa- 
ny I represent has complied with every de- 
mand by the state. It has the capital, the 
resource and every requirement. It denies 
ine propriety of allowing irresponsible com- 
panies to come in and cemoralize the busi- 
ness, * 

Senator Venable—I want to ask you cate- 
corically: Doesn't the constitution require 
that companies chartered by the state shall 
make the deposit? 

Mr. Levy—That is not the question. But 
we are here, ready to deposit if called upon. 

Senator Venabte—O-o-h! 

Mr. Levy~It’s not a laughable business. 
Having complied with every requirement of 
the state our position is not to be question- 
ed. “A man may smile, and smile, and be’’— 
an introducer of insurance bills still. 

Senator Venable—The quotation says ‘‘vil- 
jain.” 

Mr. Levy—I did not say that. 

Mr. Knowles’s Speech. 

Mr. Clarence Knowles was the first speak- 
er. Upon taking the stand he said: 

Mr. Chairman: In criminal prosecutions, 
and from the vituperative tenor of the 
arguments on the other side, this hearing 
might readily be mistaken for one, the 
prisoner, before sentence is pronounced, has 
under the rules of evidence, the privilege of 
making a statement. Not being the fortu- 
nate possessor of that chaste and eloquent 
style of extemporaneous oratory which so 
distinguishes our senator from this districi, 
I must content myself with the submission 
of a few rambling remarks, in the humble 
hope that they may sound better than his 
and read as well.

I have 
been all along Jaboring under the impres- 
sion that fire ins irance was an absolutely 
indispensable a‘iunct to the business of 
this country, ‘urnishing, as it does, the 
basis of all 2>27it. but alas, if the gentlemen 
who have addres: -i you in advocacy of this 
bill are to be bateved, Claude Duval and 
Dick Turpin were philanthropists, compared 
with the Georgia fire insurance man. Unfor- 
tunate as this may be, howeyer, we cannot 
2il be street contractors and cotton spin- 
ners, and will have to continue in ‘that 
Station of life’ into which it pleased God 
to call. us.’ et. 

“You have been told in terms of rignt- 
eous indignation, how -legislative efforts to 
throttle ‘this hydra-h d monster, whose

ton, naturally they objected to carrying the 
least desirable portion of the risk for the 
average rate agreed upor for the whole. 
The Atlanta Cotton Mills, I find, paid a 
rate of 1% per cent ved annum prior to the 
organization of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation in 1882. In March, their rate 
was made 1 per cent, but in August, 1892, 
the injustice of which my riend, 
Governor Bullock, complains, was perpe- 
trated and I find that the records show 
that the rate was increased to 2 per cent, 
owing to the fact that 7 bales of cotton 
was constantly kept stored in the basement 
of the mill, ie making it a cotton ware- 
house instead a cotton mill. I have show- 
ed you that the rate was 144 per cent twelve 
years ago. It is now 1 per cent with the 
additional exposure of a three-acre livery 
stable within burning distance. The rate on 
this livery stable is 2% per cent to 3 per 
came and the raill really should rate as 
zh. 

“The alleged object of this bill is to in- 
crease competition, and thereby lower the 
present rates, which the people of Georgia 
have to pay and reduce the enormous prof- 
its which the advocates of this bill claim 
that the fire insurance companies are an- 
nually taking out of the state. 

“| have already shown in a published ar- 
ticle, the fallacy of this claim, that the in- 
surance companies are opposing their pa- 
trons in Georgia. The factis that the sworn 
returns in the office of the comptroller gen- 
eral will show that the thirty-five leading 
companies which are now doing business in 
Georgia and have been going business here 
continually for ten years or more, have paid 
for the privilege, in round figures, more 
than $200,00, their net premiums being $7,711,- 
000, while their losses paid have amounted 
to. $7,924,000. I also proved that the rate 
charged in. Georgia is less than in any 
southern state with the exception of Lou- 
isiana, and there the difference was appar- 
ently only slightly in favor of Louisiana, be- | 
ing 1.27 in that state, against an average 
rate last year of 1.31 in Georgia. in this 
State an insurer can get what is known as 
term insurance, that is for three years, by 
paying two annual premiums in advance; in 
five years, by paying three annual pre- 
miums in advance. This form of insur- 
ance is not issued in Louisiana through no 
fault or edict of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation. Since compiling these figures, I 
have discovered that if the dividends paid 
by the Southern Mutual Insurance Compa- 
ny are deducted from the gross premiums 
collected by the companies in this state 
that the average rate in Georgia is only 
i.18, ten points less than any state in the 
south. I also gave figures which showed 
that the rates in Georgia were as low as 
the average rates in the western states, 
and I also believe that it is suscepti*le of 
proof that the present rate and the tnsur- 
ance carried will compare favorably with 
the figures which marked the years prior 
to the organization of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association. The average rate in each 
southern state is as follows: Weorgia, $1.18; 
Arkansas, $2.07; Florida, $1.09: North Caro- 
lina, $1.55: Seuth Carolina. $1.42: Louisiana, 
$1.27; Tennessee, $1.58; Texas, $1.77; Virginia, 
$1.39; Kentucky, $1.34; Mississippi, $2.04; Ala- 
bama, $1.55, by which it will be seen that 
Georgia enjoys a much lower rate than any 
scuthern state. 

“If Georgia has been such a profitable 
state why is it twenty-six companies have 
withdrawn from such a profitable field? 
Only within the past year or two, three of 
the largest agency companies witharew 
from the state because of their inability to 
make money in it. 

“If the business has been so profitable 
how do you account for the withdrawal of 
so many local institutions like the Savan- 
nah Fire and Marine, the Rome Fire and 
the United -Underwriters of this city, all 
of which started with ample capital and in- 
fluential backing. and enjoyed naturally a 
share of the profits wrung from the p*ople 
by this hydra-headed monster, the South- 
eastern Tariff Association? I repeat, Mr. 
Chairman, without the fear of contradic- 
tion, that there are but six agency compa- 
nies at present doing business in the state 
of Georgia which have been represented 
here for ten years or more, that can show 
any profit at all on their business. 

“Why is it competition ig not more ac- 
tive in Georgia? It is true. that your ar- 
bitrary requirements of a deposit and bur- 
densome taxation served to keep out some 
but if the field had been a profitable one 
there would have been no lack of workers 
in it. I fully agree with one portion of the 
speech of the gentieman from Macon who 
addressed you the other day, and that is 
if you want competition, reduce your de- 
posit reguirements to a nominal sum and 
open the doors of the state, inviting insur- 
ance capital, instead of erecting barriers to 
Keep it gut. There is not a tire insurance 
company doing business today in the state 
of Geergia which would not gladly wel- 
come an era of absolute free trade, as far 
as insurance gres. You can make sch re- 
quirements as will insure the entrasnce of 
only solvent ce:npanies, by prescribing, as 
the present :aw does, the standard of 
Strength, giving your insurance commission- 


er power as ne now has to examine and 
pass on the companies applying for en- 
trance, 


‘“‘Let the state charge an annual license 
tax for the privilege of doing business in 
its borders, and make that, in lieu of all 
other taxation, except a liberal percentage 
on the profits of the business. Under your 
present system, whether a company pays 
out more than it receives or not, it is 
heavily taxed on the amount taken in, al- 
though it may all, and more too, be return- 
ed to the people in the shape of losses. 
Prohibit the imposition of unjust and bur- 
densome municipal licenses and I will guar- 
antee that you will have a great many 
more companies for entrance to Georgia 
than are now represented. 

“T desire to address a few words to you 
in reference to the plan and scope of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association—that much- 
abused organization. 

“it ts not a trust; it is not a pool; it is 
not a combination contemplated by your 
anti-trust laws, It is simply an association 
of companies banded together for the pur- 
pose of exchanging experiences and arriving 
at what they deem an adequate price to 
charge for their policies. Is a combinatéon 
of this sort prohibited in any other busi- 
ness? Do not your butchers, your bakers 
and every other class of business or pro- 
feaston co-operate in some essential princi- 
ple* 

“A trust is an organization for the pur- 
pose of pooling issues and dividing profits 
or losses; the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion does nothing of this kind. It is sim- 
ply a voluntary association of companies 
engaged in the same jine of business. 

“It ‘has been claimed here that this asso- 


ciation has employed able attorneys to 
combat this and other measures aimed at 


insurance interests. Th*re is not one scin- 
tilla of trnth in this statement; on the con- 
trary the association. in annual convention, 
has repeatedly passed resolutions ‘that mat- 
ters of state legislation are not within the 
province of the organization,’ and have pos- 
itively prohibited any attempt at interfer. 
ence in matters of that kind. Abie lawvers 
were sent here by your own home institu- 
tions, to urge upon you to protect their in- 
terests, which they considered were jeop- 
ardized by the proposed measure. 

‘The Southeastern Tariff Association is an 
institution which I am satisfied would meet 
with your approval, if you were familiur 
with its methods. It is doing today in this 
section of the country, that which the laws 
of states and mumicipalities elsewhere do, 
that is improving the methods of construc- 
tion and stimulating the introduction of 
efficient fire departments and adequate wa- 
ter supply. 

“Before the organization of this associa- 
tion wag it ever known that a cotton mill 
in the south was insured as low as one-half 
of 1 per cent per annum? The Bibb Man. 
wfacturing company paid more than twice 
that sunmr béfore the organization of this 
association. The prevailing rate on cotton 
under any conditions was about 2 per cent, 
whereas today cotton, under certain condi- 
tions, is insured ag low as one-half of 1 per 
cent per annuin. 

“The fact is this association has so im- 
proved the conditions which preyailed ten 
years ago in the matter of fire departments 
and water supply that the people of Georgia 
are carrying proportionately less insurance 
now than ever before in their history. 

“In 1882, at the time of the organization 
of this association, the amount of {nsurance 
carried in the stute of Georgia amounted 
to $118,048,368, and in 1887, five years after, 
notwithstanding the enormous increase in 
values in the state during that period, the 
amount of insurance was only $115,000,000, 

oe to the people of tre pre- 
mium on $3,000,000, mainly through the oper- 
ation of this association. : 

“T do not appear before you, Mr. Chair- 
man, in opposition to any bill which will 
tend ultimately to encourage compttition in 
this atate. I do protest, however, in behalf 
of tue interests which I represent, against 
the enactment of any legislation which ts 
to establish 4 vileged class of agents and 
to discriminate unjustly against those com- 
panies which are siready represented. Place 
them all on the gnme level is all I ask, and 
that, I feel sure the wisdom and justice of 
committee. will dietate.”” 


Mr. O'Neill's Speech. 


The speech of Mr, James F, O'Neill, in| 


favor of the bill was an able constitutional 
argument. 

“The advocates of the insurance men,” 
said he, “have taken most extraordinary 
positions. Mr. Knowles has just said he 
would like to see the deposit law abolished. 
The other day Captain Jackson said if it 
was abolished the country would be overrun 
with wildeat companies, 
that every policy placed outside the state is 
without value. It is true that the South- 
eastern Tariff Association may not have an 
“authorized” attorney here, but with singu- 
lar unanimity the leaders of the association 
are all here. The bill proposed simply pro- 
Vides a method by which people who desire 
cheaper insurance may get it. 
tention of the association is sound, that 
they have insurance down to its lowest lim- 
it, then the admission of brokers could not 
damage them. 

“As to whether this pool has made mon- 
ey or not, it is striking that there should 
exist such a prosperous class of citizens as 
the insurance agents are if they do not 
make money. 


“The sole question is if the legislature. 


has the right to pass this bili. Wiaat is 
the object of a state constitution? Simply 
to provide safeguards in the future, when 
the people shadl have relegated their power 
to others. 
gated to the legislature. Unless prohibited 
in express terms it can pass any law. When 
We see combinations coming to the legisia- 
ture against a measure, and the people on 
the other side demanding the 
measure it is suggestive. When we 
see in this organization a body existing in 
defiance of the constitution, the committee 
must realize that damage is being done to 
the people, ard that legislators must find 
for them a remedy. The fegislature has the 
right to judge whether this law should be 
passed. Every bill for the relief of the 


: people has been fought by corporations un- 


der the cry of unconstitutionality. The 
Gienn bill was so attacked by all the rail- 
roads, who pursued it even to the United 
States court. The general presumption is 
that the legislature has the power to pass 
laws, which can only be overcome by abso- 
lute prohibition. In construing a section of 
the constitution, it must bear in mind, not 
only every word in it, but its consonance 
with the whole instrument. If the consti- 
tution intended to be mendatory on this 
subject, it would have so expressed itself, as 
it does in other sections. It is notable that 
both in the fire insurance paragraph and in 
the railroad commission paragraph, a discre- 
tion is vested in the legislature by the use 
of the words “from time to time.’’ There 
are times for action and times for inaction. 
It is plain that the constitution anticipates 
varying necessities for which remedies of the 
occasion are to be provided. The iegislature 
is absolute judge of the necessity of a 
deposit, and its amount. The legislature has 
the right when it will subserve the interast 
of the people, to abolish the deposit re- 
quirement. 

“I hold, however,”’ said Mr. O’Neill, “‘that 
this bill does not come even under the 
limitations of ‘constitutional institution.” 
Mr. O’Neill argued on the comity between 
states securing for the citizen of either to 
do business in the other. Admitting, for 
the sake of argument, the strictest constitu- 


tion, that woud mot debar brokers from 
securing insurance for clients who might 


want to get it. Mr. O’Neill’s argument wus 
strong and logical, and was recognized by 
the insurance men present as of great 
weight. 

Mr. Levy’s Speech. 

The fame of Mr. Leonei C. Levy as a fin- 
ished orator was enhanced by his speech on 
this oceasion. It abounded in flights of na- 
tive eloquence, and heid the closest atten- 
tion of the listeners. He said: 

The ostensible object of the bill now pend. 
ing before this committee is ‘‘to permit in- 
surance brokerg tO place insurance on prop- 
erty located in this state, in fire insurance 
companies not doing business in the state, 
under existing laws.” Its real object and 
its practical! result if passed, is to permit 
insurance companies to do business in this 
state without complying with the constitu- 
tional and statutory laws of the state under 
which all of the local and foreiz;n compa- 
nies now doing business in Georgia are or- 
ganized and regulated in their operations. 

The constitution, section 5v¥l, prescribes 
that the general ass¢mbiy shall, from time 
to time, enact laws to compel all fire insur- 
ance compunies doing business in thig state 
to deposit reasonable securities with the 
treasurer of this state, “‘to secure the peo- 
ple against loss by the operations of said 
companies.”’ 

Section 5092 of the constitution requires all 
companies doing business In this state to 
make semi-annual reports to tne governor 
of their condition and print the same -al 
their own expense for the informationeand 
protection of the people. 

The foregoing provisions are a declara- 
tion of the matured policy of the state, 
speaking through the people themselves, 
and as such neither their wisdom or expe- 
diency can be questioned. In conformity 
with the policy so declared and prescribed 
the general assembly has enacted that no 
tire insurance company shall be allowed to 
transact any business of insurance in this 
state unless pcssessed of at least $100,000 ol 
ectual cash capital or assets paid up, and 
invested in stocks or bonds estimated at 
their actual market value at the date of 
statement, or in mortgages on real estate 
worth double the amount for which the 
same is mottgaged. (Section 3, act of 1887.) 

Section 4 of the same act prescribes that 
all fire insurance companies, chartered by 
other states, or foreign governments. shall 
be required to deposit with the treasurer 
of this state, bonds of the United States or 
bonds of this state, etc., of the face value of 
$20, VOU. 

Section 10 of the same act prescribes that 
any insurance company not incorporgted 
under the laws of this state, desiring to do 
business therein, shall file with the insur- 
ance commissioner a written instrument or 
power signed and sealed, appointing and 
authorizing some person who shall be a res- 
ident of this state to acknowledge or re- 
ceive service of procéss, and upon whom 
process may be served for, and in behalf 
of such company in all legal proceedings, 
etc. 

Section 4 of the same act provides for a 
collection of any judgment rendered against 
such company so depositing bonds by a sale 
of such bonds, if the judgment be not paia 
in ten days after the rendition of judgment. 

We have then under the present laws 
regulating the business of fire insurance 
that complete protection of the people in 
the ver’ spirit and language of their en- 
acted constitution., “to secure the people 
against loss by the operations of said com- 
panies.”’ 

1. We have a prescribed and substantial 
minimum capit®l of not less than $100,000 
for every company. 

® We have, for companies whose capital 
is not within the limits of our state, a sub- 
etantial deposit to the amount of $25,000, 
and which is requirea to be always main- 
tained to that sum, despite of any reduction 
by losses that may occur after its original 
deposit. 

°. We have a mode of legal process and 
service prescribed in every case, which must 
be assented to in advance, by every com- 
pany doing business in the state under a 
foreign charter, and we are assured under 
such a service and process of a valid, incon- 
testable judgment when obtained. 

4, We have a fund within the limits of our 
own &étate out of which such judement, 
when obtained, may be realized within ten 
days of its rendition, without the. necessity 
of resort even to a levy, or of suit upon 
such judgment in a foreign state, and the 
delay and difficulties, expenses and uncer- 
tainty attendant upon such suit. 

It would be difficult to conceive a more 
simple, just and perfect system of protec- 
tion of the people than has been enacted 
in accordance with the constitutional pro- 
vision, and which is now sought to be abso- 
lutely overthrown by the passage of a bill 
which, assuming to accomplish a different 


‘result, practically repeals every one of the 


safezuards enacted by the genéral assem- 
bly. violates the constitution of tie state, - 
disorganizes the methods of conducting bus- 
iness which the experience of many years 
has becn required to establish, and offers no 
substitute for its advantage, while it ex- 
poses the ptople, and the responsible in- 
surance companies who have complied with 
every reugirement of the constitutional and 
statutory vrovisions, to innumerable dan- 
gers and disadvantages, not one of the pro- 
visions which we have cited. of either the 
constitution or the laws made in obedience 
thereto, baine imposed upon the companies 
who are to be permitted to write business. 
in this state through the medium of so-call- 
ed “brokers” and who are, under the theo- 
ry advanced by the promoters of the bill, to 
be exempted from all the burdens and obii- 
gations imposed by state laws on the. 
ground (a reductio ad absurdum) that “the 
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posit law remaining unrepealed upon the 
statutes of the state, and the reciprocal or 
retaliatory laws of the other states, re- 
quiring deposits, remaining also of full force 
as against our local companies;  not- 
withstanding the fact that the companies of 
of those states requiring deposits from our 
insurance corporations, wili be at ijiberty 
under the proposed law in the guise, or 
more properly expressed, disguise, of bro- 
kers, to do business in this state, without a 
deposit, without the minimum capital, and 
without the reserve required to be made 
and maintained by the companies legally 
authorized to do business in Georgia. 

If it be suggested that the deposit law 
may be repeaied, or “reduced to a nominal 
sum,”’ our,reply to that proposition is: 

1. Such is not the ‘assumed object or 
purpose of the bill before the committee. 

2nd. If such was its purpose, er object, tne 
repeal of the gy oe jaw as an entirety, 
or “its reduction to 4 nominal sum,’’ wou: 
be absolutely unconstitutional—as in con- 
travention of the section hereinbefore cited 
which requires “fire insurance companies 
doing business in this state to deposit 
reasonable securities with the treasurer of 
this state to seeure the people against loss 
by the operation of said companies,’”’ and 
the treasurer, nor the commissioner af #- 
surance of this state, would never so stul- 
tify themselves as to accept a nominal sum 
as the security which is required to meet 
any losses sustained for premiums or lire 
losses against non-resident companies. 

Not less insulfiicient and invaiid is the 
mode of service and process prescribed in 
the bill before the committee, which for 
obvious reasons does not comply with sec- 


tiom 10. act of 1887, but provides a made of. 


implied service which under the decision 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
wouid be fataily défective. 

The statute alone cannot make such ser- 
vice effectual, as previded in the bill before 
us, there must be the aftirmative and 
formal assent under the seal and signa- 
ture of the corporation, to such service, 
in adwance of any business done by it in 
this state, as provided by section 10, act or 
URS" of the epal oracenhte of G 

See Pennoyer vs. Neff, 95 U. S. S. C. Rep., 
page 714, H. N. 6p ex-parte, Schollenver- 
ger, 96 U. §&..8. C, Rep., page 269; St.

And under the provisions of the bill pro- 
posed the policy holder, in event of loss 
and suit at law to: enforce collection, will 
be left in the predicament— 

1. Of holding a judgment against 4 cor- 
poration having no deposit or assets in 
the state. 

2. Against a company having no prescrib- 
ed amount of capitol or reserve. 

3. A judgment which will have to be 
sued upon again before it can be enforced 
at the domicile of the company, whether 
such domicile be in a sister state in this 
country or in a foreign land. 

4. A judgment which when sued upon in 
the domicile of the company could be de- 
feated upon one of the few grounds re- 
cognizabie against the validity a7 the judg- 
ment of a sister state, towit: Want of ju- 
risdiction and of legal service and process, 
which we hold to be determined as to the 
bill before you by the decisions we have 
cited. 

The charge that the Southeastern Tariff 
Aj-Bociation is a trust or unlawrul com- 
bination is one’ which we do not care to 
answer, as we in no wise appear as, the 
representative or apologists tor that as- 
sociation, but only in benalf of one of the 
local companies...whose interests are af- 
fected’ by theStoposed bill. 

The @harge, however, ts completely neg- 
atived by the exdsting facts. The act of 
1891, page 207, is entitled ‘‘An act to prevent 
combinations or pools ot insurance com- 
panies or their azents, tending io defeat 
or lessen competition in ‘ti.e business. of 
insuraiice in the state of Georgia.” 

Its terms, provisions, the mode of pro- 
eedure for its enforceme:..tt and penal- 
ty are too well delined and understood by 
the honorable committee to require a speci- 
fication of its details. 

Suffice it to say, that while ample in its 
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scope to ccrrect every evil that can -.arise 
under a combination or pool tending to 
lessen competition in the business of in- 


surance, and enacted for that specific pur- 


pose, in not a single instance has this 
law appealed to by those who have 
endeavored through assertions uncorrob- 


testimony, to

orated and unsustained by 
charge such unlawful combinations 
direct, charges made before 
this honorable committeé were entirely 
unsupported by the jiacts presented, and 
were in the natuve of. private grievances 
upon particular facts; that of Major Han- 
son was predicated upen the refusal of 


‘certain companies’ to accept his factory 


risks tnd cotton’ ‘warehouses at the 
Same premium sepdrately one without the 
other. at wtifch they had agreed to take 
the whole risk together, he saaving placed 
his factory risks in New York companies 
at a lower rate and then tendering the 
Georgia eompaniés the more hazarous 
risk of his cotton warehouses alone. The 
other complaint was that of an oil factory, 
which was offered lower rates upon making 
certain improvements In their piant, which 
improvements being made the reduced rate 
was demanded. but certain open windows 
having been left in an unsafe condition, 
upon being required to close the same thev 
declined to do so for motives of their 
own personal convenience, ara the com- 
uanw refused- thereupon a reduction of 
rates until this extra hazard had been re- 
moved. 

Neither of the parties complaining above 
referred to were injured bv the failure of 
the local companies to meet their require- 
ments; they state that satisfactory rates 
were obtained by them and their property 

laced with insurance companies in New 

‘ork—no. law prohibited them from doing 
this—and yet if it be true that the averace 
rates charged by the Companies in the 
tariff association are Meher than can bea 
had in New York, ts it not a common-sense 
proposition that if the same business can 
be done at a profit by these local companies 
they would speeaily meet tnis competition 
and add the business fo their own? In 
point of fact, neither the tariff association 
nor the depotis law produces any of the 
effects comipiained of. 

The deposit iaw does not reduce the com- 
petion or number of companies doing bus- 
iness in the state, nor does the tariff as- 
Sociation increase the rate. 

The Atianta Home, located here at the 
domictie of the Southeastern Teriff Associa- 
tion. the Southern Mutual, the Continental 
of New York, Williamsburg City, Glenn 
Falls. of New York: the Connecticut. Ger- 
mania, of New York; Mutual Fire, of New 
York; St. Paul Fire and Marine and other 
companies doing business here and who 
conform to the laws of the state as rerards 
capital and deposit are not members of the 
tariff association and their rates are no 
dead than those charged by the associa- 
10Nn. 

The statistics obtainable show that there 
are more companies competing for business 
in those states having deposit laws than in 
those where no deposit is required, and 
facts are sironger evidences than theory 
or assertion. 

in Alabama, no deposit law, forty-eight 
companies; in Georgia, deposit law, forty- 
nine companies; in Fiorida, no deposit law, 
thirty-three companies; in South Carolina, 
no deposit law, forty-five companies; in 
North Carolina, no deposit law, forty-eight 
companies; in Virgihia, deposit law, forty- 
eight companies; in Mississippi, no deposit 
law, thirty-six companies. South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Mississippi each had 
deposit laws and repealed them without 
the effect of increasing the number of 
companies doing business: in those states 
over the number of companies having 
and retaining the deposit laws. So that 
it is not from any apprehension of increase 
or competition from responsible companies 
that the corporation I represent desires 
to oppose the pending bill. Jt is the finan- 
cial integrity, the stability and the charter 
of the companies’ doing business in the 
state which is maintained undér our present 
laws, all of whem having confermed in 
every particular to their requirements are 
entitled to protection against irresponsible 
companies who have met none of the de- 
mands imposed by our constitution and 
laws. 

With few exceptions, for several years past 
insurance business has been done through- 
out the south at a loss; where profits have 
been realized under exceptionally favorable 
conditions, they will avegage jess than | 
per cent on the business transacted, while 
the average general profit on the insurance 
business written today, is not in excess 
of 4 per cent. 

Dividends declared beyond this amount 
are dérived from income on capita! paid in, 
and upon investments, the accretions of 
many years, and increased values of bonds 
real estate and the like sources of revenue 
in which assets are invested, and which 
constitute a large proportion of the re- 
Serves required to be held as a guarantee 
of the stability of the corporation for the

business by legislation. The suggestion is 
not a correct one, therefore, that they 
should be compelled to tormulate opinions 
for themselves on this subject, the consti.

beneficent legislation, when dealing wieh 
complex questions concerning the Nability, 
integrity and financial responsibility of cor- 

rations engaged in business of a nature 
bevend the facility for investigation by.the 
masses of the people, and wuich corpora- 
tions are admitted into the state only 
by leave of its legislative, executive and 
judicial departments through comity and 
not as of legal right; to develop such cor- 
porations with all proper safeguards in 
the interest of the people, demanded in 
direct terms by their self-imposed constitu- 
The act of 1890, page 205, enables by its 
terms and its amendment of paragraph 3, 
section 9, act of 1887: “Adjusters: and in- 
spectors to enter this state, adjust and in- 
spect losses for authorized companies from 
whom the citizens of this state have ‘pur- 
chased insurance for themselves,’ when- 
ever the purchaser of such insurance shall 
rotify the state commissioner the Tame ot 
the company, pay license fees and taxes 
for the company, etc. Section - of this act 
provides that it shall not be lawful for 
said inspectors to solicit business for their 
companies. This law is specific in its appli- 
cation to citizens purchasing Insurance for 
themselves—not to persons purchasing In-

th eeekl be palpably absurd to assume 
that brokers under the proposed bill are 
not solicitors or agents for their compa- 
nies, and that their companics are not i do- 
ing business in the et in 

eaning of that term. 

7 Gatinetion is to be made between the 
Jegal status of citizens ot this state purchas- 
ing insurance for themselves, and that of 
brokers under the proposed bill, acting as we

In reply to the assumption that there is- 
an implied power by the act of 189% to em- 
ploy brokers or agents in the procurement 
of insurance by individuals—which con- 
struction of the act we deny to be cor- 
rect—a distinction is to be clearly drawn 
between a contract made in the state of 
New York or other foreign states to be 
performed there, and a contract made in 
the state of Georgia through a broker 
acting here for a foreign corporation. The 
law in the first instance is teo well recog- 
nized to admit of argument and the law ot 
the place were the contract is to be per- 
formed will control. We think there is 
ea vast difference between so-called pater- 
nalism in government and protection of 
the peonte by their legislative agents 
in dealing with foreign corporations. The 
disastrous results accruing to our people 
from the “failure of life insurance compa- 
nies, bankrupted since the war, absorbing 
millions of hard earned savings, the like 
fa lure of assessment compa.ies—num bering 
1.315—within the past twenty years with 
seven millions of policy holders, and the 
total insolvency of the 200 fire insurance 
companies caused by the Chicago fire, are 
all circumstances showing the necessity 
of protecting by deposits of not less than 
the present sum required, the interests of 
the people. 

The values given to our own state secu- 
rities, whereby the forty-eight companies 
now absorb the vast amount of about 
$1,250,000, mostly in Georgia , state bonds; 
the fact that from the enactment of the 
constitutional provision in 1877 up to this 
Gate, not a dollar has been lost by policy 
holders in this state through the failure 
or insolvency of insurance companies; the 
fact that the whole policy of our people 
is the building up as far as possible of our 
home institutions and keeping the immense 
expenditures for life, fire and other in- 
surance premiums among ourselves, all de- 
mand that no legislation should be enacted 
without considering the protection of the 
people and preserving the financia! in- 
— of the corporations with which they 

eal. 

Tne amount fixed for deposit is an in- 
vestment which all responsible companies 
can well afford to make. It involves no 
loss of income, but is an interest bearing, 
bond, from which they draw the annual 
dividends. Its presence is a guarantee 
against loss of premiums paid in advance 
by policy holders, and almost an equal 
gfuarantee against any loss by fire, inso- 
much as that the deposit nas to be main- 
tained at al! times to the full standard of 
$25.000, so long as the company continues 
business in this state.

1. While under section 3310 of the code, 
the defendant in an attachment case may 
appear and defend at any time before final 
judgment, all defenses must be submit- 
ted and disposed of in their proper order; 
and consequently such defendant cannot, 
after pleading to the merits, interpose and 
have adjudicated special demurrers to the 
plaintiff’s declaration, relating only to mat- 
ters of form and not vital to the plaintiff's 
cause of action. 

» The improper language used by counsel 
for the plaintiff in their arguments to the 
jury was not, in view of the rebuke ad- 
ministered by the presiding judge and the 
instructions given by him to the jury witn 
respect thereto, of such character as to 
authorize the declaring of a mistrial or 
the granting of a new trial. Its injuri- 
ous effect, if any, was doubtless counter- 
acted by the action taken by the judge. 

3. The plaintiff, an employe of a rail- 
road company, having been injured by a

1. Where the owerof landina city had it 
surveyed and laid off into lots, caused a 
plat of the same to be made which referred 
to a designated strip of land, shown on the 
plat, as an avenue, this strip belonging to 
the owner of the lets and being so situated 
as to afford an outlet from the lots into a 
public street of the city; and, where after 
distributing copies of this plat, the owner 
sold the lots at public auction, representing 
that they were sold by the plat, and in the 
deed to the purchaser mentioned this plat 
as descriptive of the property, this amiount- 
ed to a dedication of that strip-to the pur- 
chaser at the sale and his successors in 
title as a way to and from the lots, and the 
seller had no right to subsequently close 
the strip, or to maintain an obstruction in 
it existing at the time of the- sale. The 
casement thus acquired by the purchaser 
and those holding under him would not 
be lost by mere lapse of time or non-user, 
unless expressly abandoned. 

2. One who held by bond for titles under 
the successor in title of the first purchaser 
was entitled to maintain against the origin- 
al vendor a proper proceeding for the pur- 
pose of establishing the right to have the 
strip kept free from obstructions. 

3. The equitable petition as o7iginally 
filed was, in substance, sufficient to author- 
ise a decree adjudicating the plaintiffs’ 
right, as against the defendants, to 
the casement in question; but a general 
demurrer to the petition having been sus- 
tained with leave to amend “by electing to 
proceed for damages of for specific perform- 
ance,”” and the plaintiffs having amended

Southern Bell Telephone Company v. Lynch.

1. The declaration alleging that the plaint- 
iff became entagled in a coil of telephone 
wire belonging to the defendant, which it 
had negligently left lying or hanging in the 
Street, and that the wire becoming en- 
tangled in her clothing she was thrown 
violently on the pavement and injured, and 
the evidence showing that one end of the 
wire was fastened to a pole and the other 
to a tree, that it was about six or seven 
inches from the ground, that a parcel of 
it Was tangled up. and that the plaintiff be- 
came entangled in it and tripped and fell 
over it, there was no substantial variance 
between the allegata and the probata as to 
the manner in which the injury was oc- 
casioned. 

2. Although the declaration did not spe-

This verdict disposes of the malicious at- 
tack that has been made against Paskola 
by interested rivals, and suits have now 
been brought against the proprietors of a 
well-known emulsion of cod liver oil for 
having given wide circulation to a false 
formula and other misrepresentations re- 
garding it. 

The animus of this attack will be the bet- 
ter understood when it is stated that Pas- 
kola is ‘being largely used in the place of 
cod liver oil.
